Bismarck's Popularity -To Stop the 
/Spread of Cholera— The East- 
ern Question. 

LONDON, Aug. ii. — The coming week will 
witness tho opening of the real work of 
Parliament. The Irish members, including 
the Paruollit.es, are ready to givo an undi- 
vided support to Mr. Gladstone in getting 
rid of the Tory Government, and in the in- 
troduction and passage of a Homo Rule 
bill. The chief trouble seems to be with 
the English Liberals, who, now that they 
have their seats, appear to have cooled con- 
siderably on the Home Rule issue. It is 
said that sonic of them tiro anxious to oust 
the Tories, and get tho oflieea witli the aid 
of the Irish, but have no further use for the 
Irish, uftcr those points have been gained. 
Day after day, it becomes more evident 
that the ensctment of n Home Rule measure 
depends upon the ability of Mr. Gladstone 
to continue in '

of tho Liberal party, Membcrsof the party 
who gave a tacit and, apparently, loyal 
support to Home Role when an adverse 
majority made Homo Rule impossible, show 
their sentiments no* - that their votes in igh l 
he really effective in granting what they 
pretended to advocute. It bus been 
mspectcd for years that if the election of 
1S8G had resulted differently, there would 
have been many more Liberal dissentients 
in Parliament than uctuully avowed 
themselves to bo ■ such, an 1 this 
suspicion is novr fully confirmed, 
-iuce the opening of Parliament, 
Timothy Hcaly ha3 been keeping very 
(]uiet, It lias been intimated to linn that 
unity in the Irish ranks would largely de- 
pend upon him, if he would bridle his 
tongue, mid some, even of his own associ- 
ates in the anti-Parnellite ranks, were in no 
temper to stand any more ribald U8e of that 
leader's memory. It is said, also, that 
Healy entertains a chastening dread of a 
repetition, in London, of the horsewhipping 
which a relativo of Parnell gave him in 
Dublin, and that he has received a hint 
that similar punishment will follow nn out- 
break similar to that which brought the 
lath on him before. At any rate, Healy 
seems to have turned over a now leaf and 
keeps his Billingsgate for private discussion. 

Tho Hon. Ed ward Blake, of Canada, 
shows a (U'-sire to conciiiatc both of tho Irish 
parties, and is proving to be such a strong 
and Influential accession in the Irish ranks 
that Healy is said to he growing jealous of 
h m. A» Blake is known to be u man of 
pure private life, Healy will have no oppor- 
tunity to snap at him in that direction, and 
will have to wait for some other proof for an 
attempt to weaken the power of the Cana- 
dian. Mr. Rlake is generally regarded ua 
the coming leader of the Irish party, and 
it is this fact that tends to rouse jealousy. 
Mr. Blake is also, not subservient to the 
hierarchy, which has largely dictated 
Irish politics since thedowofo.ll of l'aruell. 

TUB KAISEll's PROGRAMME. 
Emperor William's plans for the Fall are 
rather elaborate. Afler the accouchement 
of the Empress, which will take place in a 
few days, he will review in detail with his 
Minuters the work to he laid before the 
coming sission of Parliament. Ho will at- 
tend the lirand S' dan review on the Teuipel- 
hofer Fiefd, on .September 2nd, anil then 
will probably take a few days' elk hunting 
with King Oscar, in Sweden; thence he 
will go to the military review at Coblenz, 
then to the manoeuvres near Mctz. Despite 
tho warnings that plots to assassin- 
ate him have been suspected, tho Emperor 
will wander up and down Iho Clernmn 
frontier inspecting the troops, looking over 
his new estate, and testing tho quality of 
the wines which various town councils, after 
nights of argument and sampling, have 
decided to set before him during his visit. 
The art and industry exhibition of Alsace- 
Lorraine, Baden and Pfalz will be opened at 
Metz during the Emperor's visit in the 
province. The object of the munagers of 
the enterprise has been to show by it the 
progress made by the annexed provinces 
since I bey came under German rule. The 
Emperor Ins promised to encourage tho en- 
terprise by his presence, and ho may 
ialk, although it is hoped by all except tho 
Chauvinists, that he will remain quiet, us 
["Vance is likely to watch with extreme irri- 
tation, both tho manoeuvres on her borders 
and the exhibition with its unpalatable 
associations. It is announced, with good 
authority, that the Emperor of Germany 
will be satisfied with the addition of 40,000 
men to the standing army, and tho organiza- 
tion and equipment of fiO new batteries 
Other changes necessitating some new ex- 
penditures, will be proposed in the nex 
session of the Reichstag, but they will not 
be Radical ones. 

Tilt: IKON CHANCELLOR. 

ft seems that the Bismarok demonstration 
at the Hallo station, last week, was squel- 
ched virtually by the Government railway 
officials in obedience to orders from Berlin. 
The committee of Societies in Halle were 
not permitted to decorate or illuminalo the 
station and all who wished to cheer the 
Prince were told they mus' do bo a hundred 
yards from the station. Not a Bismarck 
enthusiast was Admitted to the waiting 
rooms or platforms. This is a new form of 
what the Hamburger Nach rich ton calls the 
"boycotting of I'rinee Bismarck." The 
Prince and Princess Bismarok arrived at 
Spandau, ot 11 2i> o'clock this morning on 
their way to pay a visit to the ex- 
chancellor's brother at Naguard, 
Prussia. They were cordially greeted 
by the large crowd gathered at the railway 
station, and Prince Bismarck pleasantly re 
cognized the popular tribute. In passing 
through Berlin, liiemarck was welcomed in 
the railway station by ubout 1.200 people, 
He made u brief speech, in which he said 
that ho returned in a much more contented 
frame of mind than he bad left Freidrich- 
sruho. Ho was contented wMi the present 
situation, and entertained bright hopes of 
the future. Trinco Bismarck was presented 



with flowers, which, in a spirit of gaiety,* 
ho threw among the people. He also drank 
wine, aud toasted the city and citizens of 
Berlin. 

RELATIONS WITH THE AMBER. 

A prominent topic of discussion as regarda 
foreign affairs is the situation on the Indian 
frontior. Tho attitude of tho Ameer of 
Cubul in persisting in his attack upon states 
friendly to Great Ilrituin causes no little 
anxiety. Tho proposal to send General 
Roberts to confer with the Ameer at Cabul 
is likely to be modified, The Indian gov- 
ernment now proposes that the Ameer shall 
meet General Roberts at Jellulabad. The 
suggestion to employ General Roberta on 
the mission is criticised as perhaps inju- 
dicious. It is not questioned that he has 
an intimate knowledge of Afghan and Indian 
affairs, but it is feared thuc the Afghans 
will resent the choice of one, who in the 
past has proven himself a formidable antago- 
nist, to di al w ith them now in a time of 
peace. The Afghans are known to bo sus- 
picious and revengeful, and it is also known 
that the Ameer has long regarded with dis- 
trutt the military party In India, 

In his visit to the Ameer of Afghanistan, 
General Roberts will take with iiitn hand- 
some presents from the Queen and the Vice- 
roy ot India with the object of inducing the 
Ameer to eo operato with Great Britain in 
the event of a Russian advance upon India. 

MINOR OFFICE PERPLEXITIES. 

The condition of English politics presents 
some amusing features, now that the Cab- 
inet is supposed to be completed, though by 
a fiction, its make up is not known until 
thenames have been formally presented to 
the Queen. Speculation turns upon the 
minor offices. It is stated that one of the 
things that is perplexing Mr. Gladstone 
must, at this special period in national af- 
fairs, is who shall be named us 
mistress of the robes. The olfico has 
always been filled by ft Duchess, but 
the Liberals have no Duchess. A crisis 
of its kind, is imminent over this dilemma. 
Hardly less momentous is the problem of 
selecting a page of the back stairs, a first 
clerk of tho kitchen, gentlemen of the cel- 
lars, ladies of the bed chamber, etc. These 
offices inuat be filled by persons of high 
rank, and personally ucsoptable to the 
Queen. To g'.a these requirements is no 
easy matter for a Liberal- Radical combin- 
ation Premier, though easy enough for one 
representing a Conservative aristocratic 
party. 

PARLIAMENTARY DEMORALIZATION. 

Tho action of Eter Hardio, one of the 
newly elected labor members of Parliament, 
in keeping his cap on while taking the oath 
until ordered by the Speaker to doll it, ami 
in wearing the garb of a working man while 
in the house has disgusted the Liberals as 
well as tho Conservatives. It has afforded 
a fruitful text for sneering comments on the 
part of the Tories in regard to the make-up 
of the new majority. 

Tho St. James Gazette laments the 
democratization of parliament ; but ex- 
presses tiie hope that the " herd " will in 
time learn manners from the gentlemen 
with whom they will be brought in contact 
during their term of service. 

Tho Star is likely to retort to this with 
a query whether tho " herd " will bo able to 
also learn morals from some of the "gentle 
men"' with whom they will be in contact. 
It is a matter of gossip that all tho Verney's 
and Deco bain's aro not expelled from Par- 
liament. 

THE C.REAT DNCOLLARED. 

Tho Globe has a letidsr headed "Tho 
great uneollared," id which it comments 
upon Mr, Hardie's flannel shirt, and gives 
utterance to tho hope that hi3 collar is not 
lost ; but only gone to the wash and that it 
will be returned this Saturday eve. Hardic 
has, in fact, proved by his conduct since 
his sudden rise from obscurity that he is a 
charlatan and an offensive sort of person in 
every way. He is likely to do a good deal 
of harm to the cuu>e he misrepresents. John 
Burns, meanwhile, goes about his business 
in a common sense and modest in 'liner, and 
shows by his oonrsn that he deserves the 
honor that has come to him in being raised 
to a higher sphere of usefulness. 

CHOLERA PRECA UTI ON3. 

Tho westward course of the cholera is 
creating great anxiety everywhere among 
tho sanitary authorities, and Germany, 
France and Great Britain urc adopting 
extraordinary precautions. A Berlin ilea 
putch says that in view wf the danger from 
cholera thestation foromigrnntsat Rubleben, 
near Spandau, has been inspected by u medi- 
calcon, tnissionappointtd by the Government. 
At this station, which consists largely . of 
corrugated iron buildings, all immigrants 
from the infected districts will arrive. The 
Sanitary Coinmision, which was summoned 
at Posen to discuss the measures to 
bo taken against a possible intro- 
duction of cholera, bus addressed a request 
to the authorities relative to the cleansing 
of the streets, squares and courts, tho con- 
trol of provisions, especially of milk, vege- 
tables ami meat, the institution of sufficient 
means of transport of sick persons and 
bodies, und attention to the place of burial. 
A despatch from Vienna says that the 
Austro-Russiun frontier is guarded by a 
military cordon. 

TRADE RELATIONS. 

The Cobden Club held its unnmil meeting 
this afternoon. The annual report allowed 
that an enormous number of pamphlets bad 
been sent, out containing arguments to prove 
that Lord Salisbury was all wrong in his 
Hastings speech in which lie showed a lean- 
ing toward protection. The pamphlets de- 
clared that Salisbury's account of tho origin 
of Free Trade was entirely erroneous, as 
well us his statements us to the effects of 
commercial freedom upon Engl aid's devel- 
opment. Tho trade ol Great Britain was 
declared by report to he increasing despite 
the gloomy croaking of the fair traders. 
Sir Charles Tuppei'a scheme of reciprocity 
was condemned on theground that Canada's 
trade was but a t ri fie in comparison with 
that of the United. St u tea. The report also 
expressed doubt whether free trade with the 
States, us proposed, would not he more 
harmful than beneficial to British interests. 
Mr. Alfred Bishop Mason, of New York, 
► poke on the effects of the McKinley bill, 
and declared that tho tariff question was 
still the issue between partite in tho United 
Sta es. The Democrats, he said, this year, 
have the farmer mid labor vote, as thnsi 
classes hive found that the McKinley bib 
has not added anything to their proti's oi 
wages. Mr. Mason assured his hearer 
that., with the influence of the women who 
suffered from the increased prices, and with 
iho labor nnd the farmer votes, tho Demo 
criits would be sure to win in November.

Just at 15 minutes to 2 o'clock, this 
morning, a stranger rushed into tho engine 
room at the National Electric Company's 
power-house, and shouted out: "The 
station's on lire ! " 

Then he departed aa quickly as he came. 

Joe. Kenney, the engineer, with liiB 
fellow- workmen employed in the lighting 
department were out of doors in a second, 
and immediately located the bluze. 

It was a little lire then — a few pails of 
water would have put it out, if they could 
only have reached it on tho instant. 
But the doors were locked and there was 
no uxc at hand to break them in. 

The Qre was in the furthest front corner of 
therepairroom — formerly used as a car house 
and lately utilized for winding dynamos and 
doing such work. One of the men remained 
to do what lie could with the fire, while 
Kenney broke into the oflioe and made use 
of the telephone there to summon the fire 
brigade. 

At ten minutes to 2 the lir't alarm 
was sounded, and tho firemen went 
dashing to the scene of danger. There was 
no difficulty in locating the fire— the sky was 
already ruddy with the ascending flames, 
which seized upon the dry lumber of the 
electric company's buildings, and devoured 
them as if they had been kindling, especi- 
ally prepared for its food. 

Though the brigade lost no time in get- 
ting to work, five minutes showed 
that the station with all its expensive 
machinery was doomed. 

The John Grant engine was stationed at 
tho Western Hotel corner ; the Deluge be- 
ing rushed around the old road, and brought 
to bi nr upon the buildings in the line of 
tho fire's advance, from the rear. 

On the bridge were two lines of hose, and 
four heavy streams were played from them 
on the burning buildings. The water 
sizzled and steamed as it struck tho hot 
timbers ; but the fire was the 
master clement. Toot by foot the firemen 
were driven up the bridge towards the city; 
the boys with the BabcockB who were at- 
tempting to keep the roof of the detatched 
offices from igniting, being forced to alide 
down the ladders in hot haste, 
the building they were attempting 
to save being aflame almost under their very 
feet. 

Then the bridge caught, but was quickly 
extinguished, and tho crowd pressed back- 
ward— backward— unable to face the ter- 
rible heat. 

In ten minutes from the first alarm 
the Electric Company's buildings, with the 
exception, of course, of the car house with 
itd contents — were ruined, together with 
theSI75,O0O or $200,000 worth of special 
machinery, which it will take months to 
replace. 

To keep tho bridge safe, and hold the 
demon in check, was now the object to be 
gained. 

Half a dozen little outbuildings close to 
tho power house were soon blazing; but no 
attention was paid to them — the lumber 
inillH, the gas works, a half dozen houses 
and the Albion Iron Works giving employ- 
ment to hundreds of people, were threat- 
ened with immediate destruction. 

At a quarter past two, the battle was in 
the balance. The firemen wero working 
with a will, and showed no four and no 
norvousn°BS. But the liro rose higher and 
higher into the rosy air, laden with sparks, 
which floated in clouds like myriads of iire- 
llies, here, there and everywhere. 

The engines in tho station had not 
stopped, and the whirring of tho machinery 
and the hiss of the overheated boilers added 
not a little to the terror of the moment. 
Che crowd, fearing an explosion, fell back 
quickly, but not so tho firemen, who, from 
tho Chief down, fought valiantly and intel- 
ligently. 

Another ten minutes, and their reward 
was in sight. The lurid flames gave place 
to a venomous blaze of sicklier hue, which 
melted into a black smoke cloud. The heat 
to windward became les3 intense, and it was 
fcen that the tire had been brought under 
control. 

Then the big smokestack fell with a crash, 
and a shout went up from tho excited on- 
lookers, us a veritable pillar of fire rose 
from the ruins. 

Sparks flew on tho wind, and soon the 
cry was echoed from a dozen throats ; 
"Another fire on Spring Ridge!" 

The chemical was despatched to the scene 
of tho second conflagration, uud tho work 
went on — in silence now.' 

A dwelling house owned by Mr. W. P. 
Sayward caught, und a little innocent-look- 



ing flame ran caressingly up and down the 
eaves, But it was soon pounced upon, and 
made an end of. 

The buttle in tho first location was ovor — 
and won by the firemen— at 3 o'clock. The 
Albion Iron Works — tho mills — even tho 
nctiror cabins, were saved. 

The loss at thiB hour was roughly approx- 
imated at $200,000, uninsured. This did 
not include tho damage to tho bridge, which 
is, of course, badly eaten into. 
The power house, with its equip- 
ment, coating $175,000 to $200,000, 
was a total wreck ; bo wero the 
otlices, with many valuables, although 
tho hooka and documents were securoin the 
safes. 

At the Spring Ridge fire, which origin- 
ated mysteriously at 2:30, tho chemical, 
with its crew, was soon working. The first 
danger was in Civertz Biob.' grocery, a 
story und a half frame building, in tho Ice- 
landic settlement, tho roof of which caugh* 
just after the big smok estack tumbled. No' 
ono was in the store at tho moment, the oc- 
cupants being away at a party given 
by a friend in tho neighbor- 
hood. Ono of the brothers was 
the first to discover the danger of his pro- 
perty, and soon tho wholo district was 
out to help him save what could be saved. 
A hydrant stream could not bo obtained, 
is sufficient hose was not to bo 
had, and so tho fight was left 
to the chemical, assisted by a volunteer 
bucket and blanket corps. Their efforts,, 
though vigorous, were ineffectual. Civerta' 
house was soon in ashes and charred timber ;• 
so wa3 tho adjoining dwelling of Mr. Caron. 

Tho fire then spread with the light north- 
east breeze — fortunately carrying it away 
from tho city — towards Johnson's cabinB 
in the rear, tho Icelanders, with bucketB 
and wet cloths, disputing inch by inch. 

As soon as hose for the hydrants was got, 
tho flames began to subside, and at 4 
o'clock all dunger was practically over. 

Tho first fire would, beyond a doubt, 
have spread much further than it did hud it 
not been for tho lightness of the breeze and 
for the fact that tho intervening gully very 
effectually protected tho saw mill 
und lumber yards. At ono time 
reports of fires in all parts of 
the city were rife— one was in tho James 
Bay district, another near Christ Church 
Cathedral, and another somewhero else. 
Hut Chief Deasy kept his heatl, and by con- 
dentrating his forces did all that a man 
could do under the hard circumstances. 
The firemen's nerve .was tested, and proved 
not wanting. Instances of individual, as 
well as concerted bravery, wero not lacking 
• — the Icelanders showed plenty of sterling 
grit, and Teddy North, uncomfortably close 
to the red-hot smokestack In its fall, stood 
to his poat and didn't flinch, though hidden 
from sight for a moment in the smoke and 
Bparks. Tho origin of tho fire is supposed 
to have been an incendiary ; the only acci- 
dent reported was to Fireman Watson, who 
had his leg brokeu by a fall.

The company is also calling for 
tenders for new freight sheds at tho foot of 
Fender street, near tho machine shops and 
roundhouse. Abbott, Pender and Duns- 
□mir streets will be graded to False creek, 
and the C.P.R. property between I'.eatty 
street and the creek cut into lots and 
placed on the market. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Xk:w Westminster, Aug. 6. — The 
Methodist missionary steamer ( Had Tidings, 
arrived in port this afternoon. 

Another good run of sockeyea struck the 
river last night, and the fishermen made 
large catches. Tho weekly close season 
stopped fishing at (i o'clock, but big things 
aro looked for when the nets go in again to- 
morrow night. 

The grain harvest has commenced in the 
Surrey municipality. 

Yesterday afternoon, about 3 o'clock, 
United Slates customs officers seized the 
Wadhams' cannery steamer Winnifred, a 
scow containing 1,550 salmon and two 
Ameri.'.an sloops. The seizure was made, 
according to the captain of the Winnifred, 
fully three miles south of I'oint Roberts and 
outside of the three-mile limit. The steamer 
cost $G,O00 a few years ago, und tho fish and 
scow were worth §500, Two Ann ricau 
sloops were discharging salmon, caught in 
U. 8. waters, into the scow when the seiz 
ure wus made. E. A. Wadhams, manager 
of the cannery, wus in the city to-day and 
gave all tho particular's in his possession to 
your correspondent, He has been a regular 
purchaser of fish from American fishermen 
for some timo, and though he was not aware 
that therewus anything illegal in thebustriess 
be had given the captain of the Winn fred 
strict orders to loud no fish in 11. S. waters, 
but to keep well out in the Gulf, Regard- 
ing tho three-mile limit, Mr. Wadhams 
does not know whether it applies to the 
Gulf of Georgia, and up to noon, to-day, 
bad been unable to learn tho grounds on 
which the Boizuro was made. So far did 
the captain of the Winnifred feel that he 
was right, that he made no attempt to es- 
cape. When the steamer having on board 
the customs officers, bore down on them, he 
bad ample timo to get away, had be con- 
sidered such eourso necessary. This is the 
first time uny interference has been offered 
by the U. S. to the purchase of fish caught 
inside I'oint Roberta. For years the busi- 
ness has been curried on without interrup- 
tion. It i3 reported that tho particulars of 
the seizure have been wired to Ottuwu. 

The following special despatch to the 
Columbian was received late this after- 
noon : 

"Blaine, Wn., Aug. 6. 
■"Yesterday evening, Deputy Collector C. 
A. McLennan seized the British steamer 
Winnifred and two Americ.ru sloops while 
exchanging cargoes of fislr in American 
waters, ofl Point Roberts. It is claimed 
the steamer Winnifred violated the law by 
aoming across the line to receive fish with- 
out clearing, and the American sloops were 
held as accessories to the oH'ence. On the 
other hand, tho captain of the steamer 
claims bo is innocent, as he had not made a 
landing on American soil, and was receiving 
Bsh from American sloops in the Gulf of 
Georgia, The sloops were discharging a 
cargo of 1,500 fish into the steamer at rln: 
time of the seizure. The captain und crew 
of the steamer are now in jail in this place."

BALLROOM TRAGEDY. 

A Busslun Lieutenant shoots a Brother Officer 
Who Danced With His Sweetheart, 

Moscow, Aug. G. — At a grand ball ar- 
ranged by tho officers of tho corps of tho 
Cz rr'ubody hussars at the Casiiro on Thursday 
night First Lieut. Ivan Ruttovitch suddenly 
stopped into the middle of the ballroom, drew 
a pistol from his dolman, took deliberat e irirn 
and shot Prince Nicholas Susslovitch, a 
brother officer. Prince Nicholas was waltz- 
ing widi the lieutenant's fiancee. The prince 
fell dead instantly, drugging bis partner 
with him to ihu ground. The assassin 
stepped over the body of his comrade, raised 
the head of his affianced by the huir,rnid their 
blew bis own brains out. All this happened 
in less than thirty seconds, so quickly were 
the shots fired that interference was impos- 
sible. The cries of tho terrified woman first 
gave the alarm to those irr other parts of the 
hall, Medical assistance was of no avail in 
tho case of Prince Susslovicb. und Ivan 
Battovitch. The young Lady was with 
difficulty dragged from trie death grip of her 
murdered partner, but is lying at the point 
of death. The murder has created great ex- 
citement. The Czar ordored a spocial re- 
port to be forwarded to him by telegram. 
Tho murdered Prince hud boeu warned be- 
forehand by Ruttovitch not to attempt 
dancing with the lieutenant's intended.-

Plan* Prepared for a Steamer to Equal 
the Islander in Size, Speed 
and Elcgttiice. 

First Fruits of the Crofter Coloniza- 
tion Scheme— Minor Marine 
Movements. 



The next ten years will see Victoria be- 
come, if not tub foremost, one or the fore- 
most ship building cities on the Pacific 
Coast. As everyone knows, all tho mate- 
rials are at hand, and the industry is being 
steadily and surely, though perhaps slowly, 
developed. The Joan, now ready for ser- 
vice, is the largest and finest specimen of 
British Columbia shipbuilding allout;but she 
is not long to enjoy that distinction. Al- 
ready plans have been prepared for a 
steamer of different model but about equal 
in size to the Islander, and these plans, it 
ia understood, aro now in the hands ot the 
Albion Iron Works company. Particulars 
of the projected steamer are withheld 
for the present, no contract having 
yet been entered into, but it is 
understood that if she is built she will in 
sp;ed, elegance and freight currying ability 
equal anything afloat in British Columbia 
or Paget Sound waters.

She has not much passenger accommodation 
having bcou built lor the freight trade, am 
has been heretofore employed between Ban- 
kok nnd Hongkong carrying rice. Her com- 
mander is Captain Anderson, who was in 
Victoria some time ago with the Mongkut. 
From him the following account of the voy- 
age was obtained : 

Loft Hongkong July at 1:50 p. m., 
arriving at "Shanghai at 3:30 p.m. July 
12 ; had moderate wind and seas and 
tine weather.

swell and cloudy weather. Left Nagasaki 
same day 5:30 p.m., arriving at Kobe 2:30 
a.m., July IS. Had light variable winds 
and beautiful weather. Left Kobe 0:30 
a.m., July 19, arrived Yokohama 11:30 a.m. 
July 20. Left Yokohama 1:07 p.m. July 22 
at 5 p.m. weather very threatening, heavy 
head sets and strong gale. Thence to 
Long. 1.02 E experienced fresh to 
moderate winds and cloudy weather. Thence 
to long. 1.70 west dense fog and indifferent 
weather. On July 28, at 5:45 a.m., passed 
steamship Batavia, and on July lit) passed a 
sealing schooner hailing from Victoria, 11, 
C. Total steaming timo from Yokohama, 
15 days, S hours, 40 minutes. 

There was only ono European passenger 
on board, Mr. P. A. Nicolle, of this city, 
who has been away for six months in Kobe, 
Japan, looking after some business. He 
says there hus been nothing very startling 
in Japan recently, no smallpox and no 
cholera of any account. Ho was surprised 
to hear of the smallpox in Victoria, but not 
half so much surprised as whon he wus told 
of the fuss made about it. 

There were 20 Chinese on board, all 
bound for Victoria. Only GO tons of tho 
2,000 brought over, nro for this city, the 
balance being for Seattle and Tacoma, and 
for shipment overland by tho Northern 
Pacific. The portion of tho cargo for here 
was immediately discharged, and the ship 
leaves early this morning for tho Sound. 

Tho most important news brought by the 
Devawongse, is that a prominent member of 
the Imperial Parliament, Mr. Kato Katsuya, 
is about to visit America on a tour of in- 
vestigation in connection with the refusal to 
allow the landing of certain Japanese emi- 
grants from the Oceanic at San Francisco. 
The Government considers the matter as 
rell -cting on tho dignity of Japan und ono 
which should not be allowed to pass in 
silence. Mr. Kato leaves for America about 
the 27th inst., and expects to bo away about 
threo months, returning in timo for tho 
opening of the Diet in November. 

In connection with the refusal to allow 
these emigrants to land at San Francisco, 
the Government Gazette says that in order 
to prevent a repetition of such an occur- 
rence tho Minister of Foreign Affairs has 
given instructions to local Governors to 
strictly investigate the qualifications of per- 
sona applying for passports to America. 
The Kauagawa Keucho has therefore do- 
puted one of its otlicials for this spocial 
duty, and it is hoped that this measure will 
prevent undesirable emigrants from being 
sent away and refused a landing on the 
other side of the Pacific, A notification, it 
will be remembered, was recently issued by 
tho Kencho to intending emigrants, and 
notifications of a similar purport have 
been published by the local authori- 
ties of Osaka fu, Mie ken and Hiro- 
shima ken to the residents in those 
localities. The Ojuka Fucho's notification 
reads: "The Government of tho United 
States of America, which refuses to receive 
foreign immigrants infringing the regula- 
tions relating to foreign contract labor, 
issued by it on on 20th February, 1SS5, en- 
acted supplementary regulations on the 
13th March last year and began to check 
immigration with greater strictnesB. Our 
emigrants to America have been increasing 
more anil more of late years, and many of 
thoso who arrived at San Francisco by the 
Ilelgic, which left Japan on tho 13th April, 
had the unfortunate experience of being sent 
back because of their infringement of the 
regulations. Intending emigrant! there- 
fore should seo that they do not simi- 
larly offend against the regulations, 
and should study each clause of the regula- 
tions relating to their qualifications in order 
to avoid being refused a landing on their 
arrival in America. Most, of the papers in 
San Francisco are putting forth most stren- 
uous arguments against the landing of Japan- 
ese immigrants because their number has 
now reached several hundreds per month, 
and tho American government also appears 
to be enforcing stricter examination of im- 
migrants, sending back without any hesita- 
tion thoso who infringe tho regulations. 
This renders it particularly necessary for 
intending emigrants to exercise caution." 

The Ollicial Gazette of Japan contains 
notice of the following: Mr. A. F. Maonab, 
inspecting engineer of the Marine Bureau of 
tho Department of Communications, bus re- 
ceived frcm tho Emperor the Fourth Order 
of Merit and tho insignia of the Third Order 
of the Rising Sun; Mr. T. L. Browse, Jap- 
anese Honorary Consul at Liverpool, the 
Fourth Order of Merit und insignia of the 
Imperial Sacred Treasury; Admiral Na/.itn- 
off, in command of the Russian Asiatic 
Squadron, the First Order of Merit and 
grand insignia of the Rising Sun; and that 
1 1 other Russian ollicers have received de- 
corations varying from tho Second Order of 
Merit and insignia of double rays of the 
Rising Sun to the Fifth Order of Merit und 
Rising Sun. 

A number of native actresses aro pro- 
paring to tour through Europe for the pur- 
pose of showing to Europeans the Japanese 
style of acting. Some difficulty has been 
experienced so far in obtaining the neces- 
sary permission from the authorities, owing 
to the strictness of the regulations respect- 
ing the going abroad of unmarried Japanese 
females. As a necessary resort there fore, 
most of the actresses in question are marry- 
ing, und the paper from which this infor- 
mation is obtained, Bays that such marriages 
aro almost of daily occurrence at present. 
The young women deserve success if only 
for their spirit in the matter. 
Several of tho native pepera state that a 



telegram has been rteeived from Fortugal 
by the Japanese Government stating that in 
all probability tho Portuguese Government 
will offer no special objection to tho notifi- 
cation from Japan informing them of tho 
abolition of extra-territorial rights for sub- 
jects of that country. 

Tho work of investigation into measures 
for prevention of earthquake destruction, in 
connection with -which work a commission 
was appointed by the Government, has, us 
we expected, been entrusted to Professor J. 
Milne, of the Imperial University. 



SUPREME COURT. 

(Before tho Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Drake.) 

UEQ. V. SOLE (PROHIBITION IN UK A CONVIC- 
TION (IF AH VIM AND OT1IEKS.) 

July 21, 1892. 

Ou tho 10th September, 1891, the de- 
fendants had, before three justices at New 
Westminster, been convicted of being on- 
lookers in a gambling house, and fined, 
with imprisonment in default. On the 22nd 
September notice of appeal to the County 
Court Judge, His Honor VV. N. Hole, was 
presented, uud duo deposits made. (It was 
alleged that the money had come into tho 
possession of the corporation of New West- 
minster, but it was on the other side stated 
that there was no evidence of this). The 
notice of appeal was addressed to the three 
convicting justices, but was served, not on 
them, but ou tho solicitor to tho corpora- 
tion, and it nowhere appears Unit the cor- 
poration were the prosecutors or 
who was the prosecutor. Tho appeal 
was, on the 28th October, 1891," en- 
tered in the County Court books 
as Ah Tim (and others), appellants, 
v. the Corporation of New Westminster, re- 
spondents. It was called on for hearing bo- 
fore His Honor Judge Bole, on the 3rd No- 
vember, when the appellants appeared, but 
no person appeared for the respondents. 
His Honor thereupon made an order, recit- 
ing that service of the notice of appeal was 
proved, that there was no appearance by 
tho respondents, and no conviction returned 
into his court, and ho therefore allowed the 
appeal, etc., with costs to bo paid by the 
respondents, and lie ordered t lion: to re 
turn the amount of the depout. Thu 
costs were thereupon taxed, and a warrant 
of execution against the goods of the Cor- 
poration was issued for the taxed amount. 
On the 14th December a rule nisi for 
a prohibition was, on the application 
of Mr. \\ ilson for the Corporation, 
granted by inu on the ground that the 
County Court Judge had no jurisdiction 
owing to the defect of service. It is true 
due service is alleged in the judge's order; 
and that all findings of fuct necessary to 
support the jurisdiction of an inferior court 
are, according to Britain vs. Kinnaird (1 B. 
& B. , -182) and that class of cases, not to bo 
controverted. J'.nt I apprehend that doc- 
trine is confined to applications on certiorari 
und habta* corpus. It would be extraordin- 
ary to extend it to applications in prohibi- 
tion, where the sole fact to bo examined 
may he, uro tho findings true ? And 
Paley (Convict. p. -IIS n.) doubts 
whether those cases would be now 
fully supported, and ho propounds 
us the result of all the cases that " If the 
fact found be an essential to jurisdiction, or 
ou which jurisdiction depends, it may be 
shown that there wus no evidence before 
the justices to warrant the finding.'' At all 
events, this seems eminently true in an in- 
quiry on prohibition. And on the ground 
on which I allowed the rule nisi, we both 
think it must now be made absolute. If A 
has a complaint against B or C, or B and C, 
and takes out a writ against 11 alone, which 
he serves on C alone, though neither B nor 
C appear at the hearing, tho judge has no 
jurisdiction to give judgment against either 
of them. Under the present circumstances 
the County Court judge might very pardon- 
ably orr; indeed, could scarcely help erring, 
being kept in tho dark by the respondents 
who, wo .ire told, purposely abstained from 
attending or from pointing out tho irregu- 
larity which they alone seem to have detected 
at that time. Still, they were, of course, 
not hound to appear. As tho parties con- 
not come to terms, thero must bo prohibition 
as to any further proceedings before tho 
County Court Judge — that is, tho now 
threatened execution must be stayed. 

I do not much regard tho objection that 
the County Court Judge could do nothing 
until tho conviction was before him. The 
recent statutes, which have changed tho 
nature of tho appeal, have altered the posi- 
tion of tho p irtics. Tho appeal is now a ro- 
hearing, in which the charge must be tried 
ie novo. The appellant is not now so much 
a prisoner seeking to quash a conviction as 



an accusation. If tho accuser, of set pur- 
poso and with the full knowledge, design- 
lly stays away, a judge must almost of 
necessity dismiss the charge and tho accused 
together. 

Our judgment does not uflect anything 
that has been done or decided. We 
only prohibit the execution arid all furt'-er 
proceedings before the County Court Judge. 

It is not for us to say what steps are open 
to the appellants, or whether they can take 
any steps to regain possession of the deposit 
money. We aro told that this by some 
extraordinary and quite illegal way has 
come into the possession of the respondents : 
but of this it is said there is no proof, and 
we hope it is not true. It would have been 
juite improper for the corporation to have 
accepted tho deposit even if offered to them. 
The provisions of the statute are precise, 
and should have been followed. The con- 
victing justices are to receive tho deposit 
and enlarge the defendants; and uro then 
to transmit the conviction, and the money, 
to the County Court. Nothing of all this 
has been done, it might, indeed, have been 
argued (but the point was not raised) that 
the power given to tho Court of Appeal, 
sec. 77 (Summary Convictions Act), to order 
the restitution ol tho deposit money, was 
only intended to be given when tho statute 
had been complied with, und when the 
deposit wus in the power of tho County 
Court itself as ordered by sec. 85., i. e., I 
suppose, in the bands of tho Registrar. 
Upon this point we give no opinion.

CAPTURE OF CARACAS. 

(leneval Oresno's Successful Advance— Com* 
plete Revolutionary Triumph. 

New York, Aug. 6.— The Herald says: 
" General Crespo has entered Caracas by 
forco of arms,'' was the startling dispatch 
from the chief of stall of tho supreme com- 
mander of Venezuelan insurgents yesterday 
to the Venezuelan agent in New York. 
Later came tho information that tho con- 
quering Crespo had grown tirei>of the dilly- 
dallying methods ol the peace commission- 
ers, and of the uufulfihnent of promises of 
the citizens' committee, wdio pretended 
that they desired to effect a quiet 
surrender and arraugu for tho entrance 
of the victorious insurgent forces 
into the city without any further bloodshed. 
He had wearied of tbeso delaying schemes, 
and, taking tho bull by tho horns, had 
adopted huioie measures which had precipi- 
tated a sanguinary battle at tho city's gates, 



and which bad terminated in tho utter de- 
feat of the Government troops, and resulted 
in tho triumphal entrance of the entire revo- 
lutionary army of 25,000 men, with Crespo, 
Guerra, Quinatun, Vigns and others at its 
head. The intelligence which came to the 
Junta yesterday also announced tho utter 
defeat and route of Lucien Mendoza, I he 
last general of tho Government, at La Vic- 
toria, and the capture of General Batalla 
and his entire command. 



Frnser Klvcr Salmon. 

The catch of salmon on tho Eraser River 
still continues very light, with a general 
average per boat, of both cannery wages 
men and outside fishermen contractors, of 
not over 15 salmon per shift of ten or twelve 
pounds each. The pack of tho fifteen can- 
neries in actual operation dor-s not exceed a 
total of 2.5,000 to 30,000 cases to date. It 
is said that the seizure of the cannery 
steamer Winnifred, with a scow and 1,500 
salmon, together with two American sloops, 
took place eight or ten miles from land out 
in the Gulf of Georgia.

Special Meeting tij Declare a Dividend for the 
Half Year Ending June. 

An ordinary general meeting of this com- 
pany was held on Wednesday, July 13, at 
the Cannon Street IJolel, Sir Robert Gilles- 
pie, chairman of the board of directors, pre- 
siding. There was a small attendance of 
shareholders. The other members of the 
board present were : Mr. Edan Colvile, 
deputy chairman, Mr. T. G. Gillespie, Sir 
Charles Tupper, and Mr. James Anderson. 

Mr. Hugh Hughes, general manager, hav- 
ing read the notice convening the meeting, 
The Chairman said : Gentlemen, I have 
again the pleasure of meeting you for the 
especial purpose of declaring a dividend for 
the hall-year ended the 30t.li of June last. 
I may remind you that at these gemral 
meetings we are not able to submit to you 
any statement of accounts, as these have- 
not reached us, and will not for some little 
time yet come to hand ; but so soon as they 
do, and have been audited, they will, &s 
usual, be sent to the shareholders. The 
directors in the meantime have received by 
telegram the actual result of the half year's 
business, and they have the pleasure to 
recommend the payment of a dividend for 
tho half-year at the rate of per cent, per 
annum, ami a bonus of 1 per cent., free 
of income tax. (Hear, hear.) The figures 
resulting from tho hulf-yeur'u business 
again compare favorably with the two last 
half years at similar periods, and, I may 
add, exceed any similar June period. (Hear, 
bear.) I will give you the figures as wo 
have received them by telegram. There 
may be a lit' le difference in the settlement 
of the accounts when they come to hand, 
but these figures are substantially con ect, 
and they are the figures we may uo upon; 
they ate for this last half year, £49 193 as 
against £17,717 in 1891, and £30,754 in 
1890, (hear, beat) — of course to the 30th of 
June. And that return is, I may tell you, 
for our lean half year, as less "business is 
done iu the first half of the year 
that in tho latter half. You will 
no doubt be desirous of hearing what 
wo proposo doing with the surplus after 
paying the dividend and bonus. Well, 
gentlemen, I will take you into our confi. 
deuce. I have simply to say that the pulicy 
of tho directors is siill to strengthen the re- 
serves. (Hear, hear). We therefore pro- 
pose carrying £15,000 to tho reserve fund, 
ruising that lund to tho total sum of £250,- 
QW, or ft quarter of fl million sterling. 
(Hear, hear). And, having done that, we 
shall carry forward a balance of £10,19:1 for 
tho following half-year. This I cannot 
doubt but must be satisfactory to the share- 
holders. It ia a policy which, with the ^ 
creasiu" business that we are doing • /ear 1)y 
year, is not only wise and ^.udent, but 
■which appears to mo tq v j0 necessary in 
order to protect our property, while it 
ascists in affording 'jour institution capital 
of a non-paying dividend character. The 
improved success of the half-year, 
although we look upon it, as 
I said before, as tho poorest half of tho 
year, may undoubtedly be attributed in 
part to the very fine harvest gathered last 
year, and I am glad to Btate now that tho 
prospects for the coming season are again 
very promising, and I hope that they may 
be, in due course of time, realised. Of

HOSPITAL MATTERS. 

To Tim Editor : — Tho venomous and 
premature paragraph, headed " Hospital 
Purchase," in tho Times of this evening, 
will come as a surprise to those more im- 
mediately concerned, as up to the present 
time of writing no proposition whatever, in 
detail, has reached the board of directors 
from the City Council, and unless some one 
member of the " City Council '' has divulged 
such alleged proposed terms, it seems al- 
most impossible to see from what quarter 
such -i tissue of untrue allegations cau have 
emanated. 

In the first place, who would compose the 
" Board of Commissioners?" They woulc 
all want to be paid, and the institution, in 
stead of being as it is now worked iu a fair 
way of getting on to a paying basis, would 
then probably show to the ratepayers an 
annual deficiency of $25,000 to $30,000. 

Then the popularity of the institution is 
already xnntred, but under city manage- 
ment would become a gigantic "poor- 
house," and the last state of those who can 
and do afford to pay for hospital treatment 
would be uuything but " popular" or effi- 
cient. It bus been very far from being in 
the position of " pauper," having earned by 
pay patients in a year and ten months 
Sl'J.oUO, and if tho French Hospital 
(tho property of the Boartl) could bo dis- 
posed of, the institution would bo immedi- 
ately relieved from its present liabilities. 

I rather think the citizens are the best 
judges of the present efficient Board of 
Directors, and will never consent to such 
un institution being worked as a municipal 
affair. 

In all largo cities such institutions re- 
quire outside aid to carry them on, ai d 
there are always a number of charitable 
people in every community, "The Salt of 
the Earth," ready and willing to do their 
Bhare of such uid. Witness the lato magni- 
ficent return of the Ladies' Auxiliary com- 
mittee in the returns of $1,950 from tho 
bazaar held, and such amount raised in the 
incredibly short space of 48 hours. Look- 
ing at these facts, does any sane citizen, for 
one moment, think that ladies and gentle- 
men would exert themselves to- such an 
extent in the future for the city corporation ? 
I think not. 

Then, again, in the same issue of the 
Times, headed " Smallpox Expenses," it is 
stated " that everything in connection with 



Jubilee Hospital." This is a gross 
fabrication, everything at the Jubilee quar- 
antine station is kept, strict uccount of day 
by day, and every dollar explained in de- 
tail by voucher, and from the 10th of July 
to the 31st of July (or "21 days) does not 
exceed the sum of 311,500, this includes sal- 
aries of the staff, buildings, furnishings and 
supplies of every kind. 

Of course the Ross Bay quarantine ex- 
penses are a separate matter, and cannot be 
considered as under the management of the 
Jubilee hospital directors. It is a pily a 
respectable journal lends itself to the pub- 
lication of misleading and inaccurate in- 
formation, when a few hours will probably 
give the exact status of affairs, at least that

themselves useful, and in which they will 
ho well treated. Most of them are just out 
from England under the direction of Miss 
Mucpherson and others who have at heart 
the welfare of the homeless and friendless 
littlo ones of that country. 

One great feature of Mrs. Birt's work ifl 
that the many members of her '•family" are 
not forgotten when they leave the shelter- 
ing walls of the institute ; no matter how- 
far tho " Knowlton " boys or girls may go, 
frequent letters from headquarters reach 
them, and regular reports from the heads of 
the families with whom they are " placed " 
are insisted upon, endorsed atid certilicd to 
by a clergyman or a justice of the peace. 

These reports must deal with the general 
health and conduct of the child ; Ilia, or 
her, attendance at church, Sunday school 
and day school ; progress in studies ; pro- 
gress in avocation in which trained, and 
general health and happiness. 

The relations between the Home and its 
children aro evidenced iu the monthly 
letters sent to all the children— generally 
with a few pertinent and not uninteresting 
little tracts enclosed. Below is given one 
of these letters, which muy bo taken as an 
example :

•■growing" years you get the best chance pos- 
sible to grow into strong, big, healthy men and 
women. 

You ought nlao to get some schooling each 
year while under 15 land should let mo know if 
you do noil, and comfortable clothing; and. 
when your earnings exceed what is needed for 
clothing, nut tho balance in the bank. 

1 hone boys ai d girls, you are all remember- 
ing that Jesus Is your friend, that He listens 
to your cry. and is ready to help you to over- 
come tho templa ion to do wrong, to lie or de- 
ceive, or be lazy or Impertinent. 

Uo not ho self-willed, or seek to have your 
own wny in all things, but take sweet counsel 
of Jotus. and net according to His directions in 
Hi i Holy Hook.

PASSIVE OBSTRUCTION. 

Alderman Lovcll's letter to tho Times of 
Friday shows tho intelligent reader what a 
deplorable part tho Board of Health is 
playing iu the work of stamping out the 
smallpox. Instead of taking the initiative 
in what is being done, instead of being fore- 
most in devising measures to stop the pro- 
gress ot the disease, and taking tho load in 
all tho unprofessional part of the work as it is 
its plain duly to do, it lugs behind and con- 
tents itself with placing obstructions in the 
way of the men that are forced to do the 
work which its members havo neither tho 
intelligence nor the energy to undertake. 

Mr. Lovell gets a requisition from Dr. 
Hascll for clothes lie consults Ilia Wor- 
ship tho Mayor ubout this order. The 
Mayor a3ks " who is this Dr. Hasell that is 
giving orders : " We are surprised that the 
Mayor was not ashamed to ask such a ques- 
tion. As Mayor of the city, and Chairman 
of the Hoard of Health it was his duty to 
know what was going on at tho suspect 
station. It was also his duty to 
aeo that provision was made for all 
its requirements. If ho were as zealous 
and as active as the importance of the crisis 
requires him to be, he would have made 
tho intervention of Dr. Hasell unnecessary. 
■Tust now it looks very much as if the small- 
pox was being stamped out in spito of 
Mayor Beaven's obstruction, instead of 
with his help. 

"Rumor," Alderman Lovell states, 
"says early in this week there were over 
30 persons, all told," at the station. This is 
a. nico confession for a member of the Board 
of Health to nuke — tho Board with whom 
the preservation of the health of the city- 
is entrusted. What would be thought if 
tho manager of u bank who informed the 
stockholders by letter that " rumor said 
that there were so many clerks employed in 
tho instil ntion, and that it did so much 
business"? Would not such a manager soon 
be told that it was never intended that the 
bank should bo run by " ruuior," and that 
it is a manager's business to manage. That 
silly sentence about rumor, if Mr. Lovell 
only understood its real significance, 
is a mo3t emphatic confession of 
imbecility on the part of the 
local Board of Health which he represented, 
and for which he was writing. It is the 
business of the Board of Health to look after 
that suspect station and to provide for all 
its wants, and if thero aro moro employes 
thore than are needed the Board, and no 
one else, is to blame. The action of the 
Board, better known as the Mayor and 
City Council, should have been based upon 
actual knowledge gained while transacting 
the business of the station, and not upon 
mere " rumor." 

The obstruction of tho Mayor and the 
Chairman of the Finance Committee lias not 
stopped at refusing to replace tho clothes of 
persons whoso garments were burned 
by order of the Health Officer. They 
havo actually, as will be seen by 
the statement below, refused to pay 
the wages of men who havo been hired by 
the Health Department in different capaci- 
ties. These persons aro all working men 
wbo cannot afford to do without their 
•wages. If tho Corporation had a proper 
Health organisation, these men would have 
been paid their wages every Saturday 
night. The meanness of withholding the 
poor men's pay is simply unutterable. Even 
if there were a doubt — which there is not — 
as to whether the City is responsible for tho 
small sums due as wages to workingmen, 
the Corporation should not have permitted 
those who earned the money honestly to 
suffer. They should have been paid and 
tho City oould settle with the Province the 
matter of the liability later on.

It is of the highest importance that work- 
men employed as these men have been 
should be promptly paid, and I have there- 
fore told the men to again apply to you for 
payment early on Monday morning, and, 
failing ►atit-Licliou at that time, to present 
their claims at the Treasury.

were urgently in need of money, I ad- 
vanced them $5 each, which amount you 
will please deduct, if you settlo with these 
men.

It is to be hoped that the Mayor and the 
other members of the Board of Health will 
see that it is nearly timo that they de- 
pended upon something better than mere 
"rumor" to find out what is being done to 
stamp out the smallpox ir the city under 
their jurisdiction. We trust, too, that 
th n y will be convinced that the citizens of 
Victoria expect from them something bet- 
ter, wiser and more public-spirited than the 
policy of passive obstruction, which they 
are now pursuing.

young women knew that the duty was 
in more than ono respect an exceedingly 
dangerous one. They also know that tho 
service that would bo required of them 
would be most offensive. Smallpox is a 
lothsonio disease. The task of attending a 
smallpox patient is in eveiy way us un- 
pleasant u ono as tho professional nurse 
has to perform. Yet, dangerous aa it is, 
and offensive and difficult as it is, Miss 
llardio the Head Nureo, Miss Debou, 
Miss Crickmny, Miss Daisy Hardio and 
Miss Minnie Hardio cheerfully and cour- 
ageously undertook to perform it. And 
nobly have they done their onerous and 
most disagreeable duty. From tho evening 
in which they prepared the station for tho 
reception of the patients until to-day, they 
have exerted themselves to do all that can 
be done to mitigate the sufferings and to 
uid in the recovery of those who have been 
entrusted to their care. Never was un- 
pleasant work more cheerfully or more 
efficiently done. Tho nurses have never 
wearied of well-doing, and those who have 
been under their care arc loud in their praise 
of these kind and gentle nurses. The 
attendant physicians speak of them iu tho 
highest terms. Their directions are carried 
out by them intelligently and faithfully, 
and they cheerfully admit that tho con- 
valescents are as much indebted to the nurses 
for good attendance, as they are to the 
physician for skilful medical treatment. 

The Jubilee quarantine station, instead of 
being the noisome, disorderly place that the 
pest houses of small towns generally arc, 
is airy, clean and neat. This ii, in a very 
great measure, owing to the nurses being 
women who havo an instinctive hatred of 
dirt and untidiness. With such male at- 
tendants as could be procured here, no 
matter how skilled and how strict the super- 
vision might be, the place would have a 
very different appearance and the patients 
would be very differently treated. 

Tho community is under a deep obliga- 
tion to these five ladies who have risked so 
much and worked so hard for the sick and 
the suffering. Their services have been 
such as money could not ceeuro. Their 
sense of duty must have been, indeed, 
strong, and their love of their profession 
very great when they undertook so fonuid- 
nblo a task as attending tho sick in tho 
Jubilee quarantine station. Wo trust that 
their services will be appreciated. It is 
really impossible to give them too much 
credit for tho work they have done and the 
sacrifices they were prepared to make. All 
honor, then, we say, to these noble women. 

EDI TO HI A L CO MM EN T. 

The Times yesterday evening said : 
" Everything in connection with supplies, 
the employment of men, etc., for health 
purposiB, is in a hopeless muddle. Not a 
living soul seems to have the faintest concep- 
tion of what debts have been incurred." 
The Times, perhaps, does not see that this 
is the severest censure wdiich it could pos- 
sibly pronounce upon the local Board of 
Health, otherwise the Mayor and City 
Council, who aro supposed to have the 
management of the heulth affairs of tho city. 
If tho City Health Department admits that 
it does not know in what position its ulTairs 
stand, it confesses its own utter incapacity. 
It ought to know all about those affairs, 
and to have them under pertect control. 
That is its business— the end of its exist- 
ence.

; Do introduce her to 
mo, 1 reel snro that I 
should like her," said I 
ono evening at 11 recep- 
tion, and my hostess with n smile re- 
plied: "Miss Zee? Oh, of courso she's 

charming, but" 

Tko sentence was not finished, fur 
somo ono entered to whom tho hostess 
must speak and at the sumo time a 
friend claimed my attention. After the 
usual amenities had passed and we were 
slowly promenading the room I returned 
to my quest a little curious to find out 
what thu,t "but" meant. 

"A pretty girl over there," said I 
carolesslj-, nnd my escort smiled just as 
my hostess had done. 

"Miss Zee? Very pretty, very pretty 

indeed, but" 

"But what?" demanded I so vivacious- 
ly as to mildly astonish my friend, who 
hastened to reply: 

"Oh. nothing scandalous, nothing dis- 
agreeable, only she's, 1 suppose, the most 
accomplished flirt in existence." 

"Oh, that's it I" responded I, and when 
my friend had to go away and dance I 
ranged myself alongsido of a dear old 
dowager and said : 

"1 should like lo know Miss Zee. Are 
you acquainted with her?" 

"Yes — that is. 1 know all her people 
and speak to her when she comes in uiy 
way. hut, my dear, she's such a horrid 
flirt that really 1 cannot: approve of 
her." 

"I'm not afraid of her," laughed 1, 
"and here sho conies." 

"Oh, of course," replied my dowager, 
a little sourly, and beckoned with her 
fan to tho girl, who had paused cluso 
beside us. 

"Zee, this lady wishes to know you," 
said she coldly, and tho next moment a 
pair of luminous gray eyes met mine, a 
sweet smile developed two lovely dim- 
ples and a voice of music said: 

• "It is so kind of you to let me make) 
your acquaintance, dear Mrs. Leslie. I 
have wanted to for a whole year." 

Of course this was a very ordinary, in 
fact a commonplace, sort of thing to say, 
but tho look, tho smile, tho voice, and 
withal an air of simple candor pervading 
the whole gavo a charm to the little ut- 
terance which very elaborato compli- 
ments sometimes fail to convey. I at 
once liked Miss Zee, and I determined 
to watch her a little and see some of the 
tcrrilic flirting which seemed to havo 
gained the reputation of a "manslayer" 
for such a lovely creature. 

1 had not met her half a dozen times 
before 1 made up my mind that she was 
no more of a flirt consciously than the 
ugliest and crossest girl in tho world 
would be. hut tho trouble was that na- 
turo had endowed her with a perfectly 
resistless power of fascination. She did 
not especially care for me; in fact, wo 
never met after that season, for she mar- 
ried and went to Australia, where sho 
drovo tho whole colony mad; but tho 
jlittlo compliment with which she ac- 
Jmowledged my desire for an introduc- 
tion was tor ttio moment the genuine ex- 
pression of herfeelings, and her wonder- 
ful charm of manner added weight and 
iforco to tho pretty phrase. 

Hero, then, was the secret of Miss 
Zee's being called a ilirt, and here, as 1 
believe, is tho secret of a great many 
other women's gaining the same unen- 
viable reputation. Such a girl or wom- 
an lias quick sympathies, tender and 
pitiful feelings, great tact and an amia- 
ble desire to make everybody content 
and happy. Added to these there must 
bo sufficient beauty to give expression 
to tho face, and a s weet, flexible voice, 
for tho tones of a voice and glance of 
tho eyes aro quite as effective as any 
3poken words can he. A girl t hus con- 
stituted is pretty sure to be called a flirt, 
for each man who approaches her is at 
onco convinced that she intendi him to 
understand that sho is especially inter- 
ested in him, and ho is accordingly flat- 
tered. Going on this basis lie comes to 
imagino his own rights to this gentle 
sympathy and absorbed attention to his 
confidences, quite exclusive, and when 
iio sees somo other man receiving just 
tho samo looks and smiles and tones he 
is very much aggrieved and immediat ely 
stigmatizes his late goddess as a flirt. 

This kind of woman I call the inevit- 
able or irresponsible flirt, She really 
cannot help what sho does any more 
than certain sorts of flowers can help 
exuding a guru uiy sweet, which at 
onco attracts and enchains the insects 
always hovering about them. Sho i.s so 
constituted physically that her eyes, her 
einile, her voice, her figure, her motion 
and her repose exercise a powerful fas- 
cination upon tho beholder, and if it is 
a man they arouse in him that personal 
interest, that instinct of pursuit, that 
desiro to attract notice to himself which 
almost every man feels toward almost 
every woman with any claim to youth 
or beauty or charm of any sort. 

But this power of physical fascination 
is only tho first part of tho armory of 
tho unconscious flirt. Tho victim thus 
attracted by this primary power is se- 
cured, hound hand and foot, and some- 
times imprisoned for life by the mental, 
or rather by the sympathetic, charm now 
brought to bear on him. Never before 
'did he find any one who so quickly nnd 
■so thoroughly understood him; never 
did any ono so sweetly enter into the 
perplexities of his business life or his 
college career or his professional anx- 
ieties; never did any woman Bhow such 



intelligent yet feminine interest in the 
political questions that absorb him; and 
probably the poor fellow never — even 
after ho has become emancipated and 
speaks of his charmer as an accomplished 
flirt— never does ho quite comprehend 
that upon all these topics it was he who 
did bot h tho talking and tho understand- 
ing, and she only listened and looked 
and smiled and murmured soft assents 
in the right place, 

This kind of a flirt I, for one, admire, 
and at the same time sincerely pity. 
Bhe can't help being what she is, and 
the is altogether charming in being if, 
so that, although one feels quite sure of 
being forgotten the moment one is out 
of sight, it is very delightful lo bash- in 
the sunshine for the moment. 1 pity 
her, too, because so few persona under- 
stand her and almost everybody blames 
her for being the flirt she really cannot 
help being. As well blame a humming 
bird for not being a barnyard fowl and 
laying good, useful eggs. Mo, I prefer 
humming birds to poultry — at least 
sometimes. 

In distinction to the unconscious flirt 
we have the scie ntific flirt. Sho by no 
means practices her little arts because 
she can't help it, but lays her plans and 
studies her tactics as seriously as Napo- 
leon or Wellington ever did. Sho flirts 
just as men go gunning or fishing, be- 
cause they enjoy the sport of stalking 
their game or playing their trout, and 
when the deer is killed or the fish landed 
it immediately becomes lost to interest 
and the sportsman is absorbed iu look- 
ing out for the next prize. 

Tho scientific flirt dues nof beam upon 
every comer as the unconscious flirt 
does— she selects her subject with skill 
and care. A man urns! have the power of 
amusing her; he must have quickness, 
of comprehension ami the capacity of 
suffering and of feeling to make it 
worth her while to threw a book and 
bait i.i his direction. Ureal stupid fel- 
lows, or men filled with an absorbing 
love of pome profession or of art or of 
their own selves, are quite uninteresting 
to the scientific flirt. To carry our 
simile a little farther, they are not 
"game fish," and she treats them with 
supercilious indifference or good natured 
contempt. She likes a man who will 
tilt with her, break a spear in Ins own 
defense, but finally succumb to her su- 
perior prowess; she likes, of all things, 
to see him try to persuade himself that 
ho likes some other woman better than 
he does her, and to calmly swoop down 
and bear him away. 

But perhaps this swooping operation 
belongs more exclusively to a class of 
experts who may fairly be ranked as 
predatory flirts. This class cares very- 
little for any man not already appropri- 
ated by another woman. They like 
young married men, or men engaged to 
bo married, and it is with an unholy joy 
that they survey tho conscientious strug- 
gles their victims often make in I ho be- 
ginning. I was interested onco in watch- 
ing tho progress of such an affair, which 
ran its course literally under my eyes at 
a fashionable summer hotel in Switzer- 
land. 

The flirt was a woman of singular 
charm of manner and voice; not es- 
pecially handsome, but with great gray 
eyes, which sho managed to perfection, 
ami a cloud of soft dead gold hair, out 
of which shelookcd upon the world with 
innocent surprise and inquiry. The sub- 
ject was an English army officer, and as 
tine looking a fellow as I ever saw, but 
awfully spoiled by flattery. The bride 
was a nice little person with common- 
place written all over her pretty little 
face and figure and her highly respect- 
able English toilets. They sat opposite 
each other at the table d'hote, where 1 
also took- my dinner for tho sako of 
studying the company. 

My seat was next to the bride and my 
attention was at first attracted to the 

fact, if the expression i.s not too coarse, 

I could not but perceive t hat sin: was 
"squirming" in a manner suggestive of 
some unseen hut vicious little enemy 
such as are the constant danger of trav- 
elers in Europe. It was net long, how- 
ever, before 1 perceived that the poor 
little bride's assailant was Ilirt, and not 
flea, and 1 sympathized with her all 
the more sincerely that her troubles in- 
volved HO danger to myself. 

It was really an artistic study to 
watch the proceedings of the next few 
days; the growing annoyance and ter- 
ror of the bride; tho flonnderings ami 
plungings of tie- victim i.i lore lie fairly 
swallowed the hook, and his perfect in- 
fatuation and docility when he had done 
go; also the cynical interest with which 
the flirt's father, a very wicked old 
gentleman, as 1 should judge, watched 
his daughter's maneuvers. As lor tho 
flirt herself, i feel deeply indebted to 
her for llio insight she afforded me into 
the science of her favorite amusement. 
1 never saw any flirting done so me- 
thodically, so calmly and so unrelent- 
ingly. 1 don't think the girl herself 
was in the least moved either to fancy 
the man or pity tho woman or care for 
the consequences to either; she simply 
pursued her amusement with just tho 
dispassionate and educated interest with 
which the angler lands his trout or fho 
entomologist nets and pins his butterfly. 

But just before we were lo leave Lu- 
cerne I took occasion to suggest lo the 
bride that it was a pity her father and 
mother should not have a peep at the 
lakes during this lovely weather, and 
thai if I were in her place 1 should 
write and urge I hem to join herself and 
her husband at once. 

Poor child! She flushed rosy red and 
glanced at ine with a big interrogation 
mark in each eve, but 1 only laughed 
and kissed bee goodby. 

Another variety is tho infantile flirt — 
the young woman who carries the in- 
genue business to its bitter end and 
tlmistsher baby hands into men's heart- 
strings as ruthlessly as a veritable in- 
fant would mal;e tatters of the priceless 
lace vestments of tin? pope himself. 

The ingenue business belongs to that 
school of superb cunning advocated by 
Edgar Boo in his story of "Tho Pur- 
loined Letter," where the apparent ab- 
sence of all guilo is the very essence of 
deep diplomacy. Nothing can 'be more 
effective if it is conscientiously done 



and artistically carried out, and the in- 
fantile flirt is one of the most successful 
practitioners of her peculiar art. It 
might ho supposed that methods so 
simple as hers would have been fath- 
omed and exposed long sinco, but tho 
truth remains that each successive gene- 
ration of men i.s just as simple and just 
as easily deceived as the previous one, 
and that no man ever allows himself tube 
warned either by the experience of his 
predecessors or the voices of the women 
belonging to him, although they eagerly 
Heel; to betray the little artifices and 
pretenses of tho infantile ilirt. The 
great trouble with most men is that they 
think- themselves so wise already that 
they decline to listen to tho words of 
wisdom from those who know more than 
they do. 

Beyond these three great classes there 
aro several others and a great many of 
wdiat. may bo styled eclectic practition- 
ers; flirts who pnrsue'all methods, as oc- 
casion serves; flirts who, chameleonlike, 
adapt themselves to their subject, be- 
come all things to all men, and so win 
all, or nearly all. Then there are flirts 
60 omnivorous that they will flirt with 
women as well as men, and cannot bo 
content without attracting the personal 
interest of every human being who ap- 
proaches them.

Of 
eighteen papers sent to _ Turkey Bond 
only eight went through. ' Wo called at 
the pustofficQ to m«ke our statement and 
ask for an explanation, but the postmas- 
ter refused to see us. Ho sent out word 
that he was running that shebang, and if 
we didn't like his stylo we could move on 
to the next town. He also added that if 
wo came prancing around again he should 
open on us through tho general delivery 
window with two six shooters. 

Saturday evening we called a meeting 
at The Kicker ollico, which was attended 
by twenty-two of our ..mat prominent 
oitizBQB. We made our statement of the 
case, and after considerable discussion 
tho following resolution was presented 
by Judge Baxter and unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the 
editor of Tho Kicker, as a man, a citizen, 
and an editor, to shoot tho postmaster on 
sight. 

We do not wish to rush affairs of this 
kind. Sunday afternoon wo sent a copy 
of tho resolution to tho postmaster and 
asked liini to get his official affairs in 
shape as soon as possible, and Monday 
morning we telegraphed Mr. Wananiaker 
that there would probably bo a vacancy 
to fill before the week was ended. Wo 
owe a solemn duty to our subscribers, ami 
we shall not shirk it.

The whole lot is a beautiful grass plat, 
.with trees, shrubs and flowers in profu- 
sion, and a white picket fence surround- 
ing the lot. The total cost up to dato 
has been about $1,000, but tourists who 
have traveled in every country declare 
that they have aeon nothing to begin 
with it. We believo there is an editor 
somowhere in Idaho who has a private 
graveyard with three graves in it, but we 
have been told thai he killed his victims 
with a pickax while they were drunk.

The lithograph represents a full moon 
shining down upon our p. g. and bring- 
in"' out every detail as clearly as if seen 
under the noonday sun. A sort of halo 
is thrown upon eacli grave, and tho trail- 
ing arbutus and blossoming violets pro- 
duce a softness of detail which goes right 
to the heart of the beholder.

Mo 7— Unknown pilgrim from Scott s 
Valley, who rode into town on a mule at 
miduight and tired a charge of buckshot 
into our bedroom. Shot all went into 
.he headboard above us, and while lie 



was waiting for returns ho fell oil' his 
mule and died. 

No. 8 — The Montana Terror, who was 
probably hired to attempt our assassina- 
tion. Our gun fouled and wo had to do a 
good deal of dodging and running, but 
the Terror was not a man to take advan- 
tage of circumstances, lie had. wasted 
eleven shots when he quit. 

No. 9 — A genuine, old fashioned bad 
man from the Bill Williams creek section, 
who thought the country was being civil- 
ized too fast and who objected to a pub- 
lished item to the ell'ect that this was no 
town for him to prance around in.

No. 1C— A humblo and downtrodden 
pilgrim whom the boys called "Our 
Birdie." He didn't appear to have tho 
sand of a grasshopper, but one afternoon 
while we were giving him a fatherly lec- 
ture on the sin of loafing around ho drew 
on us and got three shots the start. His 
identity has not yet been established, but 
it was ascertained that ho ca:no hero from 
Gila City with some rustlers. 

A ORAVBYAIID FAILURE. 
When we staked out claims on China- 
man creek we had threo camps within 
two miles of us, and every one of them 
had a graveyard. Up the, creek was 
Hoosiortown, and it had a graveyard with 
live graves in it. Down the creek was 
Nugget City, and it had a graveyard with 
four graves in it. Up on the side of tho

mountain was Jimtown, and it had a 
graveyard with threo graves in it. lino 
siortown felt justified in putting on airs 
over tho other towns, while all throe 
looked down upon us with supremo con- 
tempt. The idea may seem curious to 
you, but the fact was that no mining 
town felt itself t 1 be anything or anybody 
until it had a graveyard. I've known a 
miller to quit his claim for a week to 
carve name, date and a verse on a head- 
board. 

There were about a hundred of us in 
the now town, which we called Kooky 
Flat, and our feelings were awfully hurt 
by tho way tho people of tho other towns 
used us. The citizens oi Hoosiertown — 
being a five grave town — were so insult- 
ing that we almost had a riot one day. A 
man would come down, look around and 
finally inquiro of some one : 

" Kxcuse me, mister, but would you bo 
kind enough to show mo your graveyard I 
1 understand you've got something which 
takes the rag of I tho bush, and wo want 
to get a pointer. " 

And when wo had to admit that wo had 
nothing of the sort, being still a young 
and struggling town, up would go his 
nose and ho would walk away as if he 
were the salt of tho earth and wo were 
only dust. The people of Nugget City 
and Jimtown, having fewer graves, were 
not quite so stuck up, but thoy never 
came down among us without an effort to 
make us feel small and mean. I remem- 
ber that I went up to Jimtown one day to 
cot a pick repaired by a blacksmith. Ho 
looked me over for a ininuto and then 
asked : 

11 Whar from V 

" Rocky Flat." 

" Got a graveyard 1" 

" Not yet." 

"Humph! I'd like to accommodate 
ye, stranger, but I've got more work on 
hand than I kin possibly turn off fur the 
next two weeks." 

It's no use to say that we didn't feel 
cut up and shamefaced. Wo weren't to 
blame, of course, but it was our misfor- 
tune. One of our gang was an old follow 
who had passed sixty and was no good 
except to cook and chore around. His 
name was Bill Preston, and he seemed to 
feel the situation rather more keenly 
than any one olae. One day, after Hoo- 
siertown had put still another insult upon 
us by refusing to sell ua any soap, old 
Bill called a meeting at noon and said to 
the hoys : 

'This 'ere thing of bavin no graveyard 
cuts me to the quick. It's got BO that 1 
can't look one o' them fellers in the face 
no more. Boys, I'm old and shaky and 
about ready to peg out anyhow, and I'll 
tell ye what I'm williu' to do. I'll start a 
graveyard fur ye. Thar won't be but 
one grave, but it'll be sumthin fur ye to 
start on. I've bin thinkin it over, and 
I'm firmly resolved to do it. I'll be all 
ready fur ye in the mornin, and mebbu a 
committee had better lay out tho ground 
this arternoon." 

Old Bill's proposition was received with 
much enthusiasm, and no one attempted 
to dissuade him from carrying our his 
purpose. Indeed, Colonel Jones shook 
Ilia hand with great heartiness and said : 

"Bill, you old cuss, you don't amount 
to shucks as a liviu man, and you are 
doin jest tho right thing to make tho 
hoys love ye. I'll round up yer grave 
with my own hands, I will, and I'll per- 
sonally son to it that tho epitaph is a 
buster."

A BY-LAW 

In Aid of the Victoria anfl Sidney Rail- 
way Company. 

WnERBAO, under and by virtue of an Act of 
tho Legislative Assembly of tho Province of 
British Columbia passed at tho last session, 
intituled, "The Victoria & Sidney Railway 
.\ct, 1S'.I2." a company was incorporated with 
power to lay out, construct, maintain and oper- 
ate a lino of railway from some convenient and 
accessible point, within the City o( Victoria by 
tho most feasible and available engineering 
route totho Townsito of Sidney in tho District 
of North Saanlch. 

And Whereas, under and by virtue uf 
another Act of tl o said Legislature passed at the 
last session thereof, intituled, "The Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Subsidy Act, 1HU2," power 
was taken by the Government of British Co- 
lumbia to gunrantoe tho payment of interest, 
until matuiity, at two per cent, per annum on 
bonds of the said railway company, issued to 
an amount not exceeding $300,000, or its equiva- 
lent in sterling money, the principal of such 
bonds to bo payable not later than 25 years 
from their date. 

And whereas, under and by virtue of sec- 
tion 104. Biib-soclions 2,11 and I of tho Municipal 
Act. 1892, the Council in every Municipality Is 
authorized from lime to timo to make by-laws 
among other things for endorsing and guaran- 
teeing the paymontof any debentures or inter- 
est on any debentures to bo issued by any rail 
way or tramway company, constructed or pro 
posed to bo constructed, either wholly wlthli 
tho limits or partly within thelimiisand partly 
without, for Iho money by the mborrowed, and 
for assessing and levying, from time to time 
upon tho whole rateable property of tho Muni- 
cipality a sum sufficient to discharge tho debt 
or engagements so contracted. 

And wnisHEAS the said Hallway Company 
have applied to the Corporation of the City ol 
Victoria for a guarantee of payment of interest 
on cerlnin of tho bonds of tho said company 
upon tho railway proposed to bo con- 
structed by the said company, by virtue of the 
said charter, to the amount of," per cent, on tho 
sum of $300,000 CO, for a period of 2j years. 

AND WHKUKA8, under and by virtue of ihe 
foregoin recited Act, intituled the "Viotorln 
and Sidney Railway Subsidy A. ;, 1892 ' provi- 
sion is made in clause 2 thercuf that in ease, at 
any time, an agreement is entered into by the 
Company with the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria for tho furnishing by tho said Cor- 
poration of a guarantee of payment of interest 
to a furtheramount of two or more per centum, 
on the bonds of the Company, up to not. more 
than $300 000. the Government may make such 
arrangements for permitting the said Corpora- 
tion to share any security taken by them for 
advances hereunder, and such provisions as to 
Iho manner of holding the same as to them may 
seem lit. 

And WHEHKAS the said Company was there- 
by empowered to charge its undertaking and 
its tolls and properly, real and personal, with 
tho repayment of all tho moneys paid by the 
Provincial Government in respect of the 
guarantee thereby authorized scoond and sub- 
ject only to the charge given in favor of th. 
bondholders under tho Company's Act of In 
corporation, and with furl her power to tho 
Lieutenant-Governor in Council to enter into 
all agreements which might bo necessary for 
tho purpose of carrying out tho provisions of 
the Bald Act, 

And WlIKBKAS It is desirable that a guaran 
tee of payment of interest on bonds by the said 
Corporation should bo made, and an agree- 
ment to that ell'ect entered into by tho said 
Corporation with the raid company, and that 
nn arrangement should be niado by tho said 
Corporation wllh tho said Government for 
permission to the said Corporation to share 
any security taken by tho said Government 
for advances by them and by tho said Corpor- 
ation and otherwise as provided by tho said 
Act. 

And WHEREAS it will require the sum of 
$9,000. 01) to be raised annually by special rate 
for paying the amount of the said guarantee in 
tho ovent of tho said Corporation being called 
upon to pay tho same. 

And Whereas tho wholo amount of tho 
rateable land and improvements of real pro- 
perty of Iho Municipality, according to the 
last rovtseu assessment roll, is ?17,503,11800. 

And WHEREAS it will require an annual 
special rate of half a mill on the dollar for paying 
Ihe amount of such guarantee in tho ovent of 
tho Corporation being called upon to pay tho 
same. 

guarantee in the event of tho Corporation 
being called upon to pay tho samo is $0,000.00. 

Therefore be it Enacted by the Muni- 
pal Council of the Corporation of the City of 
Victoria : — 

1. There Bhall be assessed and levied in each 
year an equal special rato of one-half of one 
mill on the dollar in addition to all other rates 
to be levied in each year for tho payment of tho 
interest payable undo tho said guarantee 

2. Tho amount of such special rale shall ho 
collected in each year from time to time as the 
said Corporation mny bo called upon to pny 
the amount of the said guarantee. 

,1 The Corporation of the City of Victoria 
shall guarantee interest at the rate of :i per 
cent, per milium un the bonds of the Victoria 
& Sidney Railway Company to tho amount of 
$300,000.00 for a period not exceeding twonty- 
live years from tho dato of ibis By-law going 
into i (Toot, under and subject to the conditions 
prescribed in this lly-law. 

I. Any Bum or sums of money which ma 
hereafter bo paid by tho Corporation under 
this guarantee shall bo a first charge upon tho 
undertaking tolls and proporty of tho said 
Company, sue 'cl only to the said bonds and to 
such/division there its between tho Govern- 
ment of British Coluir bia and the Corporation 
as may bo agreed upon by the said Government 
and the said Corporation, and Iho acceptance 
of tho benefit of this By-law by tho said Com- 
pany shall bo deemed conclusive evidence of 
the assent of tho said. Company to all tho terms 
of this By-law. 

6. All the moneys obtained from tho pro- 
ceeds of the said bonds in rospcot of which in- 
terest is guaran eed by the said Corporation 
shall be applied by Uto said Company in pay- 
montof Iho right of way, construction, equip- 
ment of tho .said railway and exponscs inci- 
dental thereto. 

0. Itshall bo lawful for tho Mnyor for the 
timo being of tho Corporation of the City of 
Victoria to endorse, or causo to bo endorsed, on 
tho said bonds so proposed to bo issued by t ho 
said railway company tho guarantee in the for 
and manner prescribed in tho memorandum of 
agreement sot forth In tho schedule attached 
to this by-law, and for the Clerk of tho said Cor- 
poration to countersign and seal tho said en- 
dorsement s. 

7. This by-law is passed upon tho express con- 1 
dition that tho said Company shall actually 
and bnnn fide commence tho work of construc- 
tion of the said railway on or before tho lirst 
day of October, 1892, and thereafter prosecute 
the Bamo with reasonable diligence until the 
completion of the railway ready for nclivo 
operation; in any ovent such dato of comple- 
tion not to bo later than tho first day of Scp- 
tombor, 1891, and that a failure to ob- 
serve such time limit or limits shall 
rondcr tho Company liable to a pen- 
alty of One Hundred Dollnrs (?1(K)) per 



Company shall bo In default in commencing or 
completing tho said road, which said penalty 
may bo recovorcd by action in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction at tho suit of tho Cor- 
poration or Government aforesaid. 

8. The said Company shall not directly or in- 
directly employ Chineso upon, about or in con- 
nection with tho work of oonstruoiion, and In 
the event of so doing, or of any of tho said 
Company's employes or any subcontractor 
under them so doing tho Company shall bo 
liable to a penn ty of ten dollars ($101 for each 
day for each Chineso bo employe 1, to bo re- 
covered as specified in Clause 7 of this By Law. 

11. Tho Company shall not pay any dividends 
to any shareholder or other torson 91 long as 
an] money remains duo or owing to tho said 
Government or tho Corpora! ion of the City of 
Victoria in respect, of tho said guarantee. 

10. Tho said Railway so to bo constructed 
shall be of a standard guage and to bo operated 
by steam power, and one train per day (Sundays 
excepted) shall bo run over tho said Hue from 
each end I hoi oof. 

11 Plans of tho location of so much of tho 
lino and terminal works of the said R lilway as 
shall be within tho limits of tho City of Vic- 
toria shall bo filed by tho Company in the olllee 
of tho City Clerk, and Bhall be subject to the 
approval of tho Municipal Council before any 
work of construction shall be proceeded with 
within such City limits. 

12. All expenses connocted with, or inciden- 
tal to tho passage of this by law, shall bo homo 
and paid by tho said company to tho corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victor' a before this by-law 
shall bo submitted to th) ratepayers. 

13. No contract in connection with tho con- 
struction of the said proposed railway Miall bo 
lot te any person or persons, firm or corpora- 
tion, who have not been for over six months 
prior to tho date of calling for tenders for the 
said contract, resident or residents of the said 
Province, from tho date of receiving tenders for 
tho said work. 

11. This by-law Is subject to tho agreement 
made b. twoen tho Government of the Province 
of British Columbia, and tho Corporation of the 
C ty of Victoria, and the Victoria and Sidney 
Railway Company, in the words and figures 
set forth In the schedule hereto, which schedule 
Is hereby incorporated herewith, and made 
part of this by-law. 

13. This by-law shall, befo-o tho final pn - 
age thereof, receive the asset of tho cleeloi. 
of tho municipality, in tho manner provided in 
the Municipal Act. 1SII2. and shall take ell'ect on 
the 25th day of July, 1892.

And WHEREAS, by section ore II) of the Vic- 
toria and Sidney Railway Subsidy Act of 1892," 
it is provided that tho Government of British 
Columbia m iy guarantee tho payment of in 
tcrer-t until maturity at 2 per rent, per annum 
on bonds of tho company issued to an amount 
not exceeding throe hundred thousand dollars 
($300,000) or its equivalent in sterling money, 
but subiect nevertheless to tho conditions and 
restrictions n the said section contained, and 
the company are thereby empowered to charge 
its undertaking and Us oils and proporty, real 
and oorson il, then existing, or at any lime 
thcrenf er acquired, with the repayment of all 
moneys to be paid by the Provincial Govern- 
ment in respect of the guarantee thereby auth- 
orized, subject to tho rights of tho bond hold- 
ers for paj meat of the principal of tho bonds 
at maturity. 

And Whereas, by section two (2) of tho last 
mentioned act it is provided that "in case at 
any timo an agreement is entered into by tho 
company with iho Corporation of tho Citv of 
Victoria for the furnishing by the said Corpora- 
lion of a guarantee cf interest to a further 
amount of two or more per cent, pon tho 
bonds of tho company up to not more than 
three hundred thousand dollars, tho Govern- 
ment mny niako such arrangements for per- 
mitting tho said Corporation to share any se- 
curity taken by them for ndvances hereunder, 
and such provisions as to tho manner of hold- 
ing the samo as to them seem fit " 

And Whereas, tho Company hlivo applied to 
the Government to give such guarantee as afore- 
said of Interest on tho sum of threo hundred 
thousand dollars ($300,000.00) for a term of 
twenty-live (25) years, at tho rato of two per 
cent. (2 per cont.) per annum, and agreed in 
consideration of such guarantee to pledge ils 
undertaking and its said tolls and property as 
security therefor, which Ihe said Government 
has agreed to do and to accept. 

And WHEREAS, similar application has been 
made by the Company to iho Corporation to 
guarantee tho interest to a furl her amount of 
threo per cent, (it per cont.) upon the Company's 
bonds up to not moro Ihnn I hroe hundred thous- 
and dollars ($3110.000.0 ) which tho Corporation 
have agreed to do but subject, nevertheless, to 
ritlflontion by the Ratepayers of tho City of 
Victoria in manner prescribed by section 0110 
hundred and eleven (111) of tho. Municipal 
Act, 1892. 

Now this Agreement Witnessktii, that 
In pursuaneoof the premises it is hereby agreed 
by and between tho several parties hereto, as

7. The proceeds of (ho salo from timo to timo 
of tho said bonds sh .11 bo depotited in ono or 
more chattered banks in the City of Victoria at 
interest to a sp'-cial account in tho namo 
of the said Railway Company, and Bhall 
bo drawn out by cheques of tho Railway 
Company, but no such cheques shall b 9 paid by 
such bank unless attached thereto is a certifi- 
cate of tho engineer of iho said Railway for 
the time being, countersigned by the City 
Knglncer and by the Surveyor-General of the 
Province, specifying the nature and character 
ofthowoik, supplies, materials or other ex- 
penditure for which such cheq.'o is given, and 
such certificate shall be retained by such bank. 

8. All moneys paid by tho Government of 
British Columbia and t Corporation respec- 
tively In respect of the aforesaid guarantees 
sli .11 he considered as a debt due from tho 
Company In the said Government and' orpora- 
tion respectively, and shall be taken and con- 
si lered, and are hereby made, a charge upon 
the undertaking, and iho tolls and property 
of the Company real and personal now existing 
or any tim.i hereafter acquired, and the Minis- 
ter of Finance and Agriculture for tho timo 
being shall bo held and deemed to bo a mort 
gageeor incumbrancer upoctheBaid proporty in 
t'ust nevertheless as to two fifths thereof for 
the Government of British Columbia and as to 
threo fifths in trus' for the Corporation. 

9. Tho Company shall upon demand made by 
the said Minister exec ,to to him a legal mort- 
gage of all the aforesaid property of the Com- 
pany as security for the repayment of all moneys 
paid by tho Bald Uovornmontand Corporation re- 
spectively in respect of thesaid guarantees and 
the costs, charges and expenses they may bo 
respectively put to, or incur in connection 
therewith, and tho said Minis'er shall hold the 
said Mortgage and all other securities, if any, 
of tho Compnny which may come into his 
hands and the moneys thereby secured in the 
proportion and upon tho trust herein before 
mentioned and declared, and which Bald mort- 
gage shall contain nil tho covenants, powers 
and conditions usually inserted in mortgages 
of real and personal property together Willi tho 
additional power of sale in default of tho Com- 
pany operating their said Railway for a period 
of threo months, whilst any moneys shall bo 
owing by tho Company to tho Government or 
Corporation respectively In respect of tho said 
guarantees. 

10. The said Company hereby agree to com- 
plete their said Railway on or beforo tho first 
day of September, one thousand eight hun- 
dred and ninety-four, and thereafter to contin- 
ually maintain and operate tho samo so long 
as any of their said bonds shall remain unre- 
deemed within the said period of twonly-flvo 
years.

1. Tho Company shal operate and run over 
1 ho said line of railway when constructed nt 
least one train each way per diem (Sundays ex- 
cept e.i) for Ihe whole length of the railway.

Mr. B. M. Rudy, who was 
up superintending the work for tho Vulcan 
company, deEoribes tho process as follows ; 
The tish, on being caught, are placed in a 
room with the temperature reduced to 20° 
below zero. Here they remain for several 
hours, after which they are removed to 
another room where tho thermometer 
registers about zero. After remaining 
here for two works, they are sealed up in 
air-tight eases and are leady for shipment. 
They come out of tho cases perfectly fresh

lVlierc the Hunger Lies. 

Dr. J. C. Davie, Provincial Health Offi- 
cer, was asked last night by a Colonist 
reporter for a statement as to the condition 
of the City of Victoria in regard to the 
smallpox outbreak, with reference to future 
developments or future danger. The reply 
wus : 

"To answer the whole of that question I 
would have to go fully into tho details 
of all precautions taken to stamp 
out and prevent the spread of the 
disease. This I will say, however. 
Tho chief thing causing anxiety to the health 
oflicers is tho danger that arises from cases 
which have been concealed. To speak 
within actual knowledge, the Jeune child 
removed ^from Fourth street, Work estate, 
should have been quorantinedat least a week 
before it was discovered by tho health 
authorities. A number of persons must 
have been exposed to the contagion of this 
case during the week it remained concealed. 
The same thing applies, although to a lesser 
extent, to the Clark case on Niagara street. 
It those who have been thus exposed do not 
develop the disease, it will bo entirely due 
to the fact that they are protected by vac- 
cination. 

"Another fact must bo borne in mind. 
Despite the vigilance of the Provincial and 
City Health authorities, anil of tho medical 
men of the city, there n.ay have been cases 
of smallpox, probably of a very mild char- 
acter, the existence of which has never been 
discovered. There is a similar'dangor from 
these cases — that is, suppose such to have 
existed. 

"To minimize tiio risk arising from tho 
two concealed cases specified, compulsory 
vaccination has been ordered of all persons 
living within reasonable distance of the in- 
fected houses, and of all persons known to 
have visited the bouses during the period 
the casus were concealed."

HOSPITAL 31 ANAG-EMENT. 

The Times Contains Several Untrue State- 
ments Regarding It. 

Under the heading "Tho Smallpox Ex- 
penses," in last evening's Times, it is alleged 
that all matters iu connection with supplies 
for health purposes, aro in a "hopeless 
muddle." So far us tho Jubilee Quarantine 
Hospital is concerned, an accurate record 
has been kept of every expenditure in con- 
nection with the work of caring for the 
patients. Mr. 1'nglehardt was enguged to 
make out all vouchors, and tho president 
has personally checked all accounts. 

Another item, headed "Hospital Pur- 
chase," states that tho Jubilee Hospital 
directors have received a proposition from 
the city to take over the hospital property, 
outlining tho details and suggesting 
tho improvement that would follow 
from the hospital boing placed 
under tho wiso and generous man- 
agement of tho eity. With tho exception 
of Mayor Beaven's address at the recent 
meeting, in which ho asked if a proposition 
would be considered by the Board, no pro- 
posal has, as yet, reached the President in 
the matter. So far as the hospital being it- 
self tho pauper, always begging for funds, 
it is simply iu that position because it is 
taking care of the indigent sick, whi.h it is 
really tho city's business to look after, and 
in aid of whom the city and Mayor Beaven, 
up to date, have failed to contribute a 
dollar. At present there are 32 patients in 
thegenerul hospital, only two of which are 
pay- patients. 

The misleading and malicious statements 
published iu the two items in the Times 
are calculated to place obstacles in the way 
of tho present hospital management, and 
are evidently made for the purpose of bol- 
stering up the unpopular scheme for general 
hospital purposes, fathered by Mayor 
Beaven. There is little fear, however, that 
tho hospital hoard, the ratepayers, or the 
government will sanction the proposal to 
place the Jubilee hospital under the control 
of the city. 

It is a poor recompense to tho men who 
have undertaken the work tho Mayor and 
Council so utterly failed to do, to have such 
grossly untrue statements published with 
regard to their management.

The colored man will yet prove no 
doubt a blessing when new industries 
open up in the south, and with his won- 
derful powers of imitation and quickness 
to learn all sorts of manual work he is 
most assuredly a safer man to employ, 
if ho could have tho training, than a 
tiro eating, disturbing, dynamiting out- 
cast from Europe. 

1 hope 1 am saying nothing that may 
weaken my s cial position which is now 
the wonder and delight of all who have 
examined it, but if some philanthropist 
like Mr. Carnegie or Mr. Gould would 
start a colored kindergarden for 
the training of young colored 
men in the trades, so that 
a peaceful but dependent race might have 
a job, it would make the disturbing ele- 
ment pay attention and be a great and 
good work applauded by God and 
humanity.

A Voj.icn Whld Regan En'M 1,1 T >""-- 

gmly-Tlie Captain of Company a 

[Copyright, 18!)2, by Charles B. Lowia.l 
In tho month of November, 1S0S, the 
Liverpool ship John Hunnewell left Mel- 
bourne, Australia, f"r the voyage homo. 
Slii! carried i>a passongera two brothers, 
John ;vik! Joseph Layton, They were 
twins, forty-two years old, and neither 
had over married, They had come out 
to Australia at the age ot twenty, made 
their fortunes in sheep and were now go- 
ing back to the old country on a -visit. 
The fuel of their taking passage in a Bail- 
ing craft was due to their intimate ac- 
quaintance with the captain, lie was, if 
1 remember right, a distant relative. 

We had made a fust run of half the 
distance to the Cape and all had gono 
well with everybody on board when there 
came a dead culm which lasted two days 
and nights. On the afternoon of die 
second day a strange sea bird made its 
appearance and hovered about the ship. 
None of the crew had ever seen a bird 
liko it, and its visit caused some little ex- 
citement. One of the twins, John, de- 
termined to secure the bird as a speci- 
men, and he brought up a fowling piece 
to net a shot. Tlie bird whs very shy, 
and after moving about from point to 
point the man finally mounted the port 
rail abreast of the mizzenmast. The sea 
was like glass, the ship steady on her 
keel and ho had raised his gun to tire 
when ho somehow lost his balance and 
dropped into the sea with a great splash. 
There was a general shout of laughter at 
his mishap, and both mates, who were on 
deck at the tin) o, ran to heave him a 
rope. Wo heard him call out in jovial 
tones, but. even aslie seized the end of a 
ropo flung at him lie uttered a shriek and 
was pulled out of sight in an instant. A 
shark had taken him. There was a swirl 
of watera, a few air bubbles rose to the 
surface and all was over. 

Everything had passed so swif'ly that 
wo could not at once realize what had | 
happenod. When we did understand the 
situation the surviving brother was so 
determined on going overboard to search 
for his brother that it took four or live 
men to hold him. lie raved like a crazy 
man, and for the next week ho had to be 
closely watched to guard against suicide. 
He was as badly broken up as a man who 
had lost wife and children. The loss of 
his brothoi under such distressing circum- 
stances developed a singular mania. 1 
know nothing of it until we reached Cape 
Town. Joseph had determined ti re- 
venges his brother's death, lie ended his 
voyage at the Cape, bought an American 
brie, which had been picked up as a de- 
relict and towed in, and the first 1 knew 
of his plana was when the captain offered 
to release me to let me tako the position 
of second mate on the brig. I wish to 
give you some of the- particulars of our 
outfitting, because L believe The Reveime, 
as Joseph renamed the brig, was tho only 
vessel ever fitted out for such a voyage. 
When I reported on board he detailed his 
plans. They were very simple. We 
were to cruise for sharks, and to destroy 
as many as possible until his desire for 
revenge was satiated. 

The brig had to be pretty thoroughly 
overhauled, and it was six weeks before 
we got away. During this time Joseph 
sought to post himself in every possible 
way, and wo had chemists, electricians, 
carpenters and machinists aboard of us 
every day. One of his ideas was to use 
an electric battery, but the scheme could 
not bo made to work satisfactorily. We 
had a furnace built for heating brick, and 
wo took 5,000 bricks into the hold. A 
portion of the bulwarks on eacli quarter 
was arranged so that it could he taken 
out at will. Under my personal super- 
vision a blacksmith made 100 shark hooks, 
and Joseph purchased thirty barrels of 
pork for no other use than shark bait. 
Ho provided the brig with four lances 
and aa many harpoons, and ho bought up 
every sort of poison which the drug stores 
had in stock. A false deck of heavy 
planks was laid, a capstan set in tho deck 
just abaft the mainmast and, in addition 
to a full crew to work the brig, throe big 
Capo cannemen were hired as extra hands. 
Joseph must have had fully §:!0,()U0 in- 
vested when we finally set sail. 

Sharks are of course to ho found in 
every sea, but Joseph had consulted 
many seafaring men and had determined 
on making for the Sunda islands first. 
This group includes Sumatra and Java, 
and from tho beginning, at Acheen head, 
to the cast end, at Timor, ia a distance of 
.'5.000 miles. To the south of these is- 
lands, two hundred or mure altogether, 
rolls the wide expanse of the Indian 
ocean. One day, af or a voyage of weeks, 
we spoke a French merchantman which 
had loaded at the port of Java and touch- 
ed at the Cocoa islands to leave a colony 
of twenty-live Javanese. Wo were told 
that there were sharks enough io the sur- 
rounding waters to keep all hands busy 
for a year. Three days later we camo t( 



rush of his fellows to seize him. He was 
a big follow, and the wound 1 had inflict- 
ed was trilling, but he was aot upon by a 
dozen or more and eaten alive inside of 
sixty seconds. Tho same fate awaited 
overy other one wounded, and such was 
the rushing and swirling that our docks 
were wet with tho spray thrown on board. 
It was two hours before tho school got 
enough of it, and in that time I behove 
we caused tho death of more than half a 
hundred. Those who had not been 
wounded ate their fill and left a dozen 
half eaten b (lies floating about us. 
Joseph went about rubbing his hands in 
a pleased way, and 1 saw him smilo for 
the first time since the accident of months 
befoie. 

When I turned out on tho second morn- 
ing tho aea was like glass and not a shark 
tin in sight. Before breakfast had been 
dispatched there were at least a hundred 
around US. 'I ho furnace for heating 
bricks was lighted, and about !> o'clock 
wo wore ready to give the crowd a sur- 
prise. It may seem a cruel piece of busi- 
ness to some, and they had best skip the 
next few lines. Joseph had purchased a 
great lot of native grass cloth at tho Cape. 
It was now cut into pieces about two feet 
square and put to soak. About lifty 
bricks wore placed to heat, and when as 
hot as fire could make them they were 
lifted out with toiigs; tho wot eloth wrap- 
ped around them and secured with a turn 
of BtriHll stuff, and tho "food" was tossed 
over tho rail. In as many as seven or 
eight instances I saw the brick caught 
hefoi'o it touched the water. In other 
eases live or six fish rushed for it at once. 
A dozen bricks had been gulped down 
before wo witnessed any results, and then 
they were startling. The first had been 
swallowed by a shai k about twelve feet 
long. He suddenly jumped almost his 
full length out of water, and then went 
dashing about in the most frantic manner. 
In a minute or two he had plenty of com- 
pany, and the ocean around us was set 
boilu g by the movements of the school. 
Some ran out to sea, some upon the reef, 
an. I others swam in circles of which tho 
bug was the center and finally turned 
belly up and died. Those who failed to 
got one of tho bricks finally became 
a 'armed anil disappeared, nor did wo see 
another fin until -I o'clock in tho after 
noon. Then, as I happened to glance 



anchor on the south side of the larger of 
tho four islands, which is called Reefer 
island. This is the only one with a name. 
It is a woo/led island, about four milea 
long by two broad. None of the others 
ia over 100 acres in extent. Tho anchor 
had not yet been let go when the dorsal 
fins of a score of sharks were cutting tho 
wator around us. 

Wo came to anchor about 10 o'clock in 
tho morning. The Javanese had made a 
camp just opposite wdiere wo lay, and 
after a bit three of them camo off to us 
in a sampan. When informed of tho ob- 
ject of our presence they informed us 
that they had already lost three of their 
number through tho voraciousness of tho 
monsters gliding about. A party were 
fishing in tho sampan just outside tho 
coral reof, when a huge shark leaped out 
of tho water and fell upon the gunwale of 
the Bampail and upset her. Tho men 
wero dragged down at once, while the 
tide carried tho craft to tho beach. Tho 
natives remained with us an hour or so, 
and w hen ready to depart became so rat- 
tled at the number of sharks in sight that 
wo lowered a boat and rowed them 
ashore. During tho forenoon wo cleared 
up tho decks and made everything snug, 
and no fishing/was done until after din- 
ner. Wo began operations with the 
lances. There was no need to throw 
anything overboard to bring the sharks 
within striking distance. The sight of a 
man on the rail acted liko magic. 1 my- 
self throw tho first lance and wounded 
tho first fish. You could not have count- 
ed tea from the first How of blood to the 



over the port quarter, 1 saw a hammer 
head about two feet below tho surface 
While this species is not more voracious 
than either the white or the blue shark, 
ho ia tho most repulsive fish of the sea 
No old sailor can look at him even from 
the deck of a ship without a .shudder. 
When 1 bud reported tho presence ot this 
monster it was determined to capture him 
and have him on deck. A hook was got 
out and baited, tho section of bulwarks 
removed and the bait Hung over. He 
seized it on the instant, and a sharp pull 
at the rope fastened tho hook in his maw, 
The strength of tho fellow was amazing, 
and it was nearly an hour before wo had 
him on deck. After ho had been killed 
his stomach was examined, and among 
other articles discovered was an old pis- 
tol, which perhaps tjie French captain 
had tossed overboard. The length of the 
shark was l(i feet 2 inches. His jaws 
had a spread of three feet and more, and 
ho could have bolted a nail keg as easy as 
a man could swallow a kernel of corn. 

Wo remained at the Cocos for twenty- 
two days, and each day for the first two 
weeks was a slaughter. After that our 
prey began to grow scarce, and during 
the last two days wo did not see a shark, 
though we sailed all around tho islands. 
Joseph kept tally every day as near as we 
could couio to it, and when we sailed 
away for Christmas island, which was di- 
rectly in our path to tho Java coast, ho 
figured up something like COO of tho 
monsters which had yielded up their lives 
to gratify his thirst for revenge. The 
hands were all sick and tired of the busi- 
ness when we finally sailed away, but tho 
surviving brother announced that busi- 
ness had only begun. When about 200 
miles northeast of the Cocos wo captured 
tho shark whoso wide open jaws have 
been a source of interest to thousands of 
visitors at the Royal Museum of Natural 
History in London It was 2 o'clock in 
tho afternoon of the day, with the wind 
falling light, when this monster was sight- 
ed by a hand aloft. He was forty foot 
from tho vessel and two or throe feet be- 
low the surface, and was keeping us com- 
pany. We got a hook out, but for an 
hour or more he did not change his posi- 
tion. Then his appetite suddenly sharp- 
ened up and he dropped into our wake, 
hut for half an hour longer ho refused to 
take the bait. When ho did go for it and 
was fairly hooked it seemed as if his strug- 
gles would check our way. It was our 
largest hook, with a new inch ropo fas- 
tened to the chain, and the outfit was 
strong enough for a yoke of oxen to pull 
a sawing with. When wo filially tired 
him out and got him alongside and a 
whip noose over his tail, some of the men 
declared that he was a young whale. 
From nose to tip he measured 27 feet 8 
inches. His girth was exactly that of a 
pork barrel. When his jaws wero pried 
open we rolled an empty Hour barrel into 
tho cavity, with room to spare. He was 
spotted in color like a leopard, and Eng- 
lish naturalists had declared his species 
extinct. Tho jaws were all that wo pre- 
served of tho fish, and they were trans- 
ferred to an English man-of-war off the 
.lava coast. We found in his stomach 
the remains of a sailor's sou'wester, a 
smooth stono as largo as a man's list, a 
horn handle to a knife, a piece of rope 
and a champagne bottle. 

At Christmas island we found sharks 
about us plentiful as at the Cocoa, and 
we went at them in the same fashion. 
Joseph experimented with his poisons 
here for the first limn, anil tho results 
were most surprising. Meat thoroughly 
impregnated with arsenic or strychnine 
had not the least effect as we could dis- 
cover. A pint bottle of fresh wator wan 
charged with arsenic until the stuif would 
no longer dissolve, it was then lowered 
over the side by a string, and all of us 
saw a big shark swallow it. The contents 
must have emptied into his stomach, but 
ivo could not see that he was affected in 
tho least. Wo were at Christmas island 
twenty-eight days, and then ran into tho 
poit of .lava, on tho island of that name. 
The score then stood at about 1,300, but 
Joseph declared that it should bu ten 
times us large before he would bo satis- 
lied. On leaving port after throe or four 
days' stay wo ran east to Ualy island, 
which is off tho east coast of Java. We 
remained in these waters upward of a 
month, killing whenever we sighted a fin, 



and then sailed further east to Sandal- 
wood island. We had been there sixteen 
days, when upward of 200 natives camo 
out to our anchorage in canoes and warn- 
ed us that if wo did not cease our warfaro 
they would destroy us. Wo had lined 
tho whole coast with bodies of sharks 
As wo weighed anchor wo headed across 
tho great bight for the west coast of Aus- 
tralia, and had been out only two days 
when wo overhauled a schooner in the 
sandalwood trado. She had lost her fore- 
mast and been abandoned, I was put 
aboard of her with two men to carry her 
up to Java, while tho brig held on for 
Australia. From that day to this she has 
never been hoard of. Sho was neither 
spoken nor reported after 1 left her. 
When she went down she took all hands 
with her, nor was ever boat or spar or 
plank sighted by any one. Joseph had a 
score of more than :t,000 sharks when we 
left Sandalwood, but tho monsters ho had 
so relentlessly pursued triumphed over 
him after all.

After tho first year of the war the rank 
and tile sized up an officer on his merits 
within ten minutes of the opening of a 
battle. No matter how much they qjiw 
of him in camp, no verdict was rendered 
until ho had boon tried by fire. While 
every man is a portion of a great machine 
in battle, the rank and tile moves only as 
directly commanded. We looked to bo 
led. We depended not upon each other, 
but upon the one single man in command. 
Ho must bo brave ; be must he cool ; he 
must have good judgment. He must 
even know when ho is whipped and how- 
to retreat to the best advantage. 

.Many oflicors made tho mistake of try- 
ing to pass oil' bravado for tho genuine 
article. For instance, they talked in 
loud tones, not thinking that the sharp 
oared men could easily detect tho tremor 
of their voices. If bullets and shells 
wero Hying over the lino they so controll- 
ed their nerves as not to duck and dodge. 
When they looked around for admiration 
they saw laces wearing signs of doubt. 

" He is holdinc himself up — he's no 
good 1" was the criticism which went up 
and down tho lines, and it always had a 
sure foundation. 

Nobody has any sympathy for a private 
who became rattled, although it was not 
always a sign of cowardice, but there was 
never a more pitiful sight than the spec- 
tacle of a captain breaking down on the 
batt'efiold. Watcli him as the regiment 
suddenly receives the order co move by 
the right flank from tho shelter of the 
hill into an open field to fill a gap. It's 
his first fight. In camp he has boon a 
bulldozer and a martinet. Tack there 
with the reserves, safe from the missiles 
of war, ho has folded his arms and assum- 
ed theatrical poses, talked very loudly, 
handled his sword and examined his re- 
volvers. Other captains have watched 
him and perhaps envied his nerve, but 
tlio men have muttered to each other : 

" He's too cool— too much showing off 
— wait !" 

As we move out and a shell comes 
screaming over our hotels and a man is 
struck here and there by a bullet, our 
captain grows white faced and looks un- 
easily about him. There's a single gun 
on a knoll to our right as we till the gap. 
If it is supported, we cannot see tho in- 
fantry. It is a glorious opportunity for 
a hundred men to distinguish themselves. 

"Captain Blank, tako your company 
ami bring back that gun," shouts the col- 
onel as he rides up. 

" Attention, Company B 1 Forward — 
guide right — march I" 

Is that the voice of our captain ? It is, 
but it is so changed that no man can iden- 
tify it. His lips aro as white as ono ly- 
ing dead for a day, and-dio drags his foot 
as if there was no spring to his knees. 
Thore aro ninety-two of us. Wo leave 
almost 900 men in the lines behind us, 
each one hoping for our success, but each 
one a critic. 

'Whizz! Scream! Whew-ow ew-cw- 
I" cornea a shell, just clearing our 
ids, and our captain falls Hat on his 
face. He leaps up to wave his sword in 
a frantic way and shout, for us to charge. 
We do not, obey. We are not near 
enough for that. 

Boom ! lvalue — >vi»ii ! wish ! wish !" 
come the grapeshot, but not a man ia 
struck. 

Our captain has thrown down his 
sword, and is crying and laughing in a 
hystoricky fashion. 1 am near him and 1 
can hoar him muttering : 

" Wo can't do it — can't do if — we shall 
11 bo killed! Wo must go back 1 Com- 
pany B, about face !" 

' Now, men, there's our gun and away 
go— charge !" slmuts our first lieuten- 
ant, and with a yell wo spring forward. 

Tho captain ran after us. Then he 
turned and ran back. Then ho advanced 
again, waving a stick he had picked up 
on the ground. We dashed for the gun 
and got it, but aa wo wero drawing it off 
a full regiment of tho enemy suddenly 
came into view from behind a heavy 
fringe of bushes. 

'•By the left flank— left flank— loft 
flank 1" screamed tho captain. 

" By tho right flank f shouted the 
lirst lieutenant, and wo tumbled into n 
dry ravine and lired volley after volley 
into the advancing regiment, holding it 
in cheek until our lines came up. 

Tho left flank was an open plain. One 
volloy from that regiment would have 
wiped us out. We did not go hack. 
Company B had advanced the battle lino 
to the ravine We wero cheered and 
cheered again by tho 000 motl, 

" What's it for — wdiat do they moan ?" 
shouted our captain. *' Oh, yea, I know. 
Hip — hurrah! V'es. We got the gun! 
Glorious old Company B! I tun proud 
to lead you !" 

We had sized him up. Ho had lost his 
head in battle and we had no further use 
for him. Not a man in Company B but 
what, pitied him, but not a man would 
have gone into battle with him again if 
refusal had been called mutiny. lie had 
no "g wid-bys" to make. Tho officers of 
tho regiment turned away from him as 
from an outcast, and tho men sat in their 
tents and know not when he wont. Ho 
had bettor left his body on tho field— a 
thousand times better.
